The  publishing  of  this  account  of  the  branch  of  the 
Fleming  family  to  which  our  people  belong  is  a  task 
sacred  to  the  memory  of  my  brother,  William  Allen 
Fleming,  who  in  spare  time  over  many  years  gathered 
the  facts  upon  which  this  record  rests.  He  had  made  a 
good  beginning  of  the  work  of  setting  the  information  in 
order  when  death  overtook  him  in  1938.

William  Allen  Fleming  had  the  aid  of  our  father, 
William  Alpheus  Fleming,  a  man  of  remarkably  accurate 
memory,  who  had  been  interested  in  the  subject  from 
his  young  manhood,  and  who  in  his  early  years  received 
information  from  his  great-uncle  John  Fleming,  his 
great-aunt  Catherine  Fleming  (1788-1856),  his  great-aunt 
Margaret  Fleming,  and  others.  His  recollections  furnished 
many  facts  which  later  were  verified  by  documentary 
evidence. 

Among  his  source  materials  my  brother  lists  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  Founders  of  Anne  Arundel  and  Howard  Counties , 
Maryland ,  by  John  D.  Warfield;  Side  Lights  on  Maryland 
History,  by  Hester  D.  Richardson;  Ancestral  Records  and 
Portraits;  The  Colonial  Dames  of  America;  Maryland 
Calendar  of  Wills;  Colonial  Families  in  the  United  States, 
by  George  N.  Mackenzie;  Historic  Families  of  America; 
The  Virginia  Magazine  of  History;  Maryland  Archives; 
and  many  others. 

The  help  of  Mrs.  Hope  Finfrock  Norris  of  Washington, 
D.  C.,  in  assembling  facts  concerning  the  maternal  an¬ 
cestry  of  Mary  Ann  Glen  and  in  other  work  of  research 
is  especially  appreciated. 

The  purpose  of  this  study  is  to  trace  this  branch  of  the 
Fleming  line  from  the  earliest  known  Colonial  ancestor 
to  the  present  generation,  and  to  include  an  outline  of 
important  known  facts  regarding  the  maternal  ancestors.

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CHAPTER  I 


John  Fleming  and  Ann  (White)  Fleming 


The  name  Fleming  means  a  native  of  Flanders.  The 
wife  of  William  the  Conqueror  was  Matilda  of  Flanders, 
a  Flemish  princess.  The  Flemings  who  were  with  the 
Normans  at  the  battle  of  Hastings  in  1066  were  probably 
her  kinsmen  and  followers.  Many  of  them  remained  in 
England  and  others  came. 

In  an  early  form  the  name  appears  as  leFleming.  Other 
forms  are  Flemming,  Fleminge,  Flemen,  Flemyng,  and 
Flemings. 

From  early  times  until  the  present  there  have  been 
Flemings  who  were  prominent  in  the  affairs  of  England 
and  Ireland.  However,  our  ancestors  came  to  America 
from  Scotland.  Flemings  settled  on  the  east  coast  of  Scot¬ 
land  as  early  as  the  eleventh  century.  William  Fleamang 
was  granted  a  charter  dated  14th  of  February,  1228. 
Thomas  Fleming,  Earl  of  Wigton,  sold  his  earldom;  the 
charter  on  file  is  dated  8th  of  February,  1371. 

Dumbarton  Castle  was  entrusted  to  the  custody  of  a 
Fleming  family  for  generations  from  the  time  of  Sir 
Malcolm  Fleming  of  the  12th  century,  who  was  called 
Governor  of  Dumbarton. 

James  Fleming,  Governor  of  Dumbarton  Castle,  is 
remembered  for  his  loyalty  to  Mary  Stuart,  Queen  of 
Scots.  When  he  married  a  daughter  of  Lord  Ross  at 
Hollyrood  Palace,  the  Queen  graced  the  occasion  by  her 
presence.  Robert  Fleming  of  this  line  was  a  supporter  of 
Robert  Bruce. 

These  facts  are  written  not  as  a  claim  of  descent  from 
any  of  these  worthies,  but  as  evidence  that  the  Flemings 
bore  an  honored  name  in  Scotland. 

William  Alpheus  Fleming  (1841-1928)  is  authority  for 
the  statement  that  in  his  boyhood  there  was  a  tradition

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in  the  family  that  the  first  immigrant  ancestors  came 
from  Scotland  to  Maryland  some  time  between  1660  and 
1680. 

The  only  item  in  question  in  this  tradition  is  the  date. 
It  seems  clear  that  these  ancestors  came  to  Maryland  and 
that  they  were  Scotch  Presbyterians. 

In  the  possession  of  Mrs.  May  Agnes  (Fleming)  Barnett, 
daughter  of  Joseph  Frew  Fleming  (See  page  55),  there 
is  a  copy  of 

The  Confession  of  Faith  agreed  upon  by  the 
Assembly  of  Divines  at  Westminster  with  the 
Assistance  of  a  Commission  from  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  as  a  Part  of  the  Covenanted  Uniformity 
in  Religion  betwixt  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Scotland,  England,  and  Ireland. 
Approved  by  the  General  Assembly,  16k7,  and 
ratified  and  established  by  Act  of  Parliament , 
16k9;  and  1690  as  public  and  avowed  Confession 
of  the  Church  of  Scotland. 

With  Proofs  from  the  Scriptures 

Written  on  the  first  inside  cover  page  of  this  book  are 
two  items  as  follows: 

“Robert  W.  Fleming  departed  this  life  Nov.  29,  1773.” 

“Burgess  Fleming  departed  this  life  July  29,  1777.” 

Since  Robert  W.  and  Burgess  Fleming  here  mentioned 
were  sons  of  John  Fleming,  Sr.  (1714-1796),  the  book 
probably  belonged  to  him  at  the  time  of  these  entries. 
Evidently  the  Book  of  the  Confessions  of  Faith  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland  was  regarded  as  being  in  sacredness 
like  the  Bible  in  which  such  records  were  usually  kept. 

The  situation  in  England  in  the  sixteen-forties  which 
gave  Presbyterianism  a  place  of  honor  had  completely 
changed  by  1662.  Under  King  Charles  II  an  effort  was 
made  to  force  the  Anglican  Church  upon  Scotland  and  to 
suppress  Presbyterianism.  Violent  persecutions  began  in 
1662.  Maryland  was  offering  freedom  of  worship.  Many 
Scotch  people  migrated.  The  records  at  Annapolis  show 
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that  a  considerable  number  by  the  name  of  Fleming  came 
to  Maryland  between  1662  and  1678. 

These  facts  fit  into  the  tradition  that  the  immigrant  an¬ 
cestor  of  this  branch  of  the  Fleming  family  came  from 
Scotland  in  the  sixteen-sixties,  but  do  not  definitely  prove 
its  truth. 

The  first  definite  data  known  about  this  Fleming  an¬ 
cestry  are  found  in  the  records  of  Prince  George  County, 
Maryland,  which  was  largely  settled  by  Scotch  people. 
The  first  Presbyterian  Church  on  the  western  shore  of 
Chesapeake  Bay  was  located  at  Upper  Marlboro,  the 
county  seat.  The  record  starts  with  John  Fleming  (1714- 
1796).  Evidently  his  father  died  young.  His  mother, 
Anne  Fleming,  married,  second,  David  Burnes.  The  will 
of  David  Burnes  on  record  in  Liber  I,  folio  544,  Prince 
George  County,  Maryland,  dated  October  5,  1737,  proved 
October  28,  1762,  provides  that  a  tract  of  land  called 
“Hensley”  be  equally  divided  between  his  step-son  John 
Fleming  and  his  son  James  Burnes. 

Beceipt  of  The  Hensley  by  John  Fleming  is  recorded  in 
Liber  Y,  folio  417,  Becords  of  Prince  George  County, 
Maryland.  This  property,  still  called  The  Hensley,  ap¬ 
pears  also  in  the  will  of  John  Fleming. 

The  Land  Becords  of  Prince  George  County,  Maryland, 
Vol.  PP,  page  35,  record  a  gift  from  David  Burnes — “unto 
James  Fleming,  son  of  my  step-son — negro  girl  by  the 
name  of  Sal  in  or  about  the  ninth  year  of  her  age — and  in 
case  it  should  please  God  that  the  said  James  Fleming  die 
without  heirs — then  the  said  negro  girl,  her  increase  to 
belong  unto  his  two  sisters  Ann  and  Catherine  Fleming.” 
This  is  dated  March  26,  1750. 

The  will  of  Anne  Burnes  recorded  in  Liber  I,  folio  564, 
Becords  of  Prince  George  County,  Maryland,  dated  March 
31,  1764,  and  proved  July  2,  1764,  bequeaths — “to  my  lov¬ 
ing  son  John  Fleming  twenty  shillings  current  money — 
to  my  loving  son  James  Burnes  one  negro  man  named 
Hercules  and  negro  woman  named  Diana.” 

The  name  Fleming  was  spelled  Flemming  before  and  during  the  Revolutionary 
War.  The  shorter  form  which  we  are  following  has  been  in  use  for  the  past 
century  and  a  half. 
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This  John  Fleming  later  was  called  John  Fleming,  Sr.,  to 
distinguish  him  from  his  son  of  the  same  name.*  Much  is 
known  about  him  as  will  be  seen,  and  there  is  no  diffi¬ 
culty  in  tracing  the  line  of  descent  to  the  present  genera¬ 
tion.  But  first  the  ancestry  of  Ann  White,  whom  he  mar¬ 
ried,  is  to  be  traced. 

This  study  now  goes  back  to  the  days  of  the  earliest 
English  settlement  in  America. 

The  background  of  the  period  of  colonization  is  well 
known.  The  Renaissance,  the  age  of  exploration  and  dis¬ 
covery,  the  Reformation — these  had  awakened  a  spirit 
of  adventure  and  a  desire  to  be  free  from  religious  strife. 

Economic  and  political  conditions  caused  many  to  turn 
to  the  New  World.  The  system  of  land  holding  in  Eng¬ 
land  left  without  property  the  younger  sons  even  of  the 
rich.  Such  persons  yearned  for  the  economic  opportuni¬ 
ties  of  America. 

So  to  Virginia  came  colonists  of  various  kinds.  Some 
were  prosperous  merchants  and  ship  owners.  Some  were 
younger  sons  of  English  land  owners.  Some  sought  es¬ 
cape  from  religious  contentions.  Many  were  poor,  and 
sought  a  more  comfortable  living  in  the  new  land.  Almost 
all  were  of  a  daring  and  resolute  spirit. 

In  the  Virginia  Colony  the  Church  of  England  was  the 
established  church;  but  it  was  understood  that  people 
would  be  free  to  worship  in  their  own  way.  No  serious 
effort  was  made  to  enforce  conformity  in  the  Virginia 
Colony  until  1648.  At  that  time  Maryland  was  guarantee¬ 
ing  freedom  of  worship.  The  number  of  families  belong¬ 
ing  to  other  churches  who  moved  from  Virginia  to  Mary¬ 
land  indicates  that  the  desire  for  such  freedom  of  wor¬ 
ship  had  an  important  part  in  their  original  decision  to 
come  to  America. 

Ancestors  of  Ann  White: — The  Robins  Family 

The  record  of  this  family  begins  with  Thomas  Robins 
of  Brackley,  Northamptonshire,  England,  who  married

Richard  Robins,  Gent.,  born  1595,  of  Longbuckbye,  be¬ 
came  a  member  of  the  London  Company. 

Colonel  Obedience  Robins,  born  April  16,  1600,  and 
died  1662,  married  Mrs.  Edward  Waters,  nee  Grace 
O'Neill.  He  emigrated  to  Virginia  in  1621.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  first  county  court  of  Accomac  County.  He 
moved  to  South  River,  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland, 
in  1650. 

Edward  Robins,  born  November  3,  1602,  died  July  1641, 
came  to  Virginia  in  the  bark  “Thomas”  in  1615.  His  wife’s 
name  is  not  known.  He  lived  in  Northampton,  now  Ac¬ 
comac  County.  He  was  a  merchant,  a  member  of  the 
Virginia  Company,  and  the  founder  of  the  town  later 
called  Eyerville.  His  commercial  transactions  were  not 
merely  of  a  local  character. 

The  exportation  to  New  England  or  elsewhere  of  “the 
seventh  head  of  neat  cattell”  was  legalized  by  the  four¬ 
teenth  Act  of  Virginia,  and  the  fifteenth  Act  provided 
that  “when  the  sale  of  corn  should  be  under  the  price  of 
12  shillings  per  barrell,”  it  should  be  “lawful  and  free,  by 
commission  from  the  Governor,  to  export  corn  either  to 
New  England  or  any  other  neighboring  plantations,  and 
not  otherwise.” 

In  a  commission  dated  April  24,  1640,  Edward  Robins 
was  authorized  to  export  “corn,  pork,  and  great  cattell” 
to  New  England.* 

Edward  Robins  had  two  daughters,  Rachel  and  Eliza¬ 
beth. 

Rachel  Robins  married  Richard  Beard,  and  Elizabeth 
married  Colonel  William  Burgess.  They  all  moved  to¬ 
gether  to  Maryland.  The  Beards  lived  on  “Beard’s  Habi¬ 
tation”  on  Beard’s  Creek,  near  London  Town,  South  River, 
Anne  Arundel  County.  Mr.  Beard  was  a  member  of  the 
Assemblies  of  1662  and  1663.  In  his  will  of  1675  he  names 
as  his  children,  Richard,  John,  Ruth,  Rebecca  and  Rachael 
Clark.  Colonel  William  Burgess  was  one  of  the  executors.

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Ancestors  of  Ann  White: — The  Burgess  Family 

Colonel  William  Burgess*  was  born  in  1622  and  died 
January  24,  1686.  He  came  to  Virginia  from  Cornwall 
County,  England. 

The  Burgess  family  of  Truro,  Cornwall  County,  Eng¬ 
land,  was  an  ancient  one.  Richard  Burgess  was  a  member 
of  Parliament  from  Truro  during  many  years  of  the 
reign  of  King  James  the  First,  and  Thomas  Burgess  rep¬ 
resented  the  District  during  the  reign  of  his  successor. 
In  1614  William  and  John  Burgess  had  a  special  coat  of 
arms  granted  them  which  differed  in  some  particulars 
from  that  of  their  forebears. 

Just  what  connection  William  Burgess,  who  came  to 
Virginia,  had  with  the  Burgess  family  of  Truro,  England, 
is  not  clear.  That  there  was  a  connection  is  indicated  by 
the  fact  that  he  used  the  same  heraldic  device  on  his  seal. 

Interesting  information  about  the  family  of  this  Wil¬ 
liam  Burgess  is  given  in  the  will  of  his  brother,  Joseph 
Burgess,  dated  October  22,  1674,  and  recorded  at  Annap¬ 
olis,  Maryland,  in  Liber  I,  folio  615.  He  names  himself  as 
Joseph  Burgess,  now  of  Marleborough  in  the  County  of 
Wilts  in  England,  merchant,  but  late  of  the  Province  of 
Maryland.”  His  step-father,  John  Keynes  of  Marle¬ 
borough,  Gent.,  is  named  as  executor,  and  bequests  are 
made  to  his  mother,  and  to  his  brothers  and  sisters  as 
follows:  William,  Samuel,  Jeremiah,  Isaac,  Daniel,  Ann, 
Mary,  and  Elizabeth.  The  will  indicates  that  the  mother 
had  remarried  and  was  living  at  Marleborough  in  1674. 

When  William  Burgess  came  to  America  he  first  settled 
in  Northampton  County,  Virginia.  About  1650  he  moved 
with  relatives  and  others  to  South  River,  Anne  Aurndel 
County,  Maryland,  where  he  settled  as  a  merchant.  He 
brought  150  adventurers  into  the  Province  in  his  own 
vessels.  He  quickly  came  to  places  of  leadership  warrant¬ 
ed  by  his  abilities  and  his  financial  resources.  There  is 
no  more  striking  figure  among  the  colonial  officials  of 
Maryland  than  William  Burgess.

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Governor  Fendall  appointed  him  a  Commissioner  and 
Associate  Judge  for  Anne  Arundel  County  in  1657,  but 
he  declined  to  take  the  necessary  oath.  For  this  reason 
he  is  represented  in  some  of  the  records  as  a  Quaker. 
However,  after  Philip  Calvert  became  Governor,  William 
Burgess  renounced  his  former  position  and  during  the 
remainder  of  his  life  he  held  many  offices  in  the  pro¬ 
vincial  government. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Burgesses  in  1659. 
He  was  head  of  the  South  River  Rangers  in  1661;  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Anne  Arundel  County  Commissioners  in  1663; 
Sheriff  of  the  county  in  1664;  Justice  of  the  Provincial 
Court;  served  in  both  houses  of  the  Assembly;  Deputy 
Governor  and  Commander-in-chief  of  all  the  military 
forces  of  the  Province. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  commission  granted  him 
by  Governor  Charles  Calvert:* 

CAPTAIN  WILLIAM  BURGESS 
Greeting :  Whereas,  Diverse  Forraing  Indians 
have  of  late  committed  divers  murthers  upon  our 
people,  I  have  thought  it  fitt  to  raise  a  sufficient 
number  of  men.  Now  know  ye  that  I  reposing 
especial  confidence  in  your  fidelity,  courage  and 
experience  in  martial  affairs,  have  constituted, 
ordained  and  appointed  you  Commander  in  Chief 
of  all  forces  raised  in  St.  Maries,  Kent,  Charles, 
Calvert  and  Anne  Arundel  Counties. 

Given  under  my  hand,  34th  year  of  his  Lord¬ 
ship’s  Dom.  1665. 

Charles  Calvert. 

Some  Seneca  Indians  had  killed  a  number  of  settlers. 
Monel  William  Burgess  and  Colonel  Samuel  Chew  were 
ordered  to  go  against  the  Indians.  The  following  reward 
was  offered:  “One  hundred  arms  length  of  Roan  Oake 
for  bringing  in  a  cenego  prisoner,  or  both  of  his  ears  if 
he  be  slain.” 

However,  trouble  with  the  Indians  continued.  In  1679 
it  was  ordered  “That  Colonel  Burgess  supply  Baltimore

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County  with  twenty  men  from  Anne  Arundel,  for  the  de¬ 
fense  of  that  county.” 

Since  the  Indians  continued  to  make  raids,  Colonel 
William  Burgess  and  Colonel  Thomas  Tailer  were  order¬ 
ed  “to  fight,  kill,  take,  vanquish,  overcome,  follow  and 
destroy  them.”  Colonel  Burgess  commanded  the  foot  sol¬ 
diers  and  Colonel  Tailer  the  horsemen.* 

Colonel  Burgess  founded  London  Town  on  South  Biver 
in  1680.  It  became  a  port  of  entry  in  1683  and  for  a  time 
was  a  rival  of  Annapolis.  It  was  the  home  of  many  mer¬ 
chants  and  large  landholders. 

This  once  progressive  town  is  now  almost  forgotten. 
In  1931  William  Allen  Fleming  visited  the  location.  He 
writes,  “The  Alms  House  occupies  the  site  where  London 
Town  once  stood.  It  is  a  very  old  building  standing  on  an 
elevation  overlooking  South  River,  and  may  have  been 
built  when  the  town  was  in  existence.  A  man  living  in  a 
residence  nearby  stated  that  foundations  of  old  buildings 
at  times  were  discovered  while  plowing.” 

Colonel  Burgess  reached  the  end  of  his  life  in  1686.  He 
was  buried  on  his  plantation;  his  grave  stone  and  those 
of  his  children,  William  and  Anne,  are  now  at  All  Hallows 
Church,  one  of  the  oldest  churches  in  Maryland  and  still 
in  use.  It  stands  beside  the  road  over  which  General 
Washington  went  from  Annapolis  to  Mt.  Vernon,  after 
giving  up  his  command  of  the  army. 

The  inscription  on  the  grave  stone  of  William  Burgess 
is  as  follows:** 

HERE  LYETH  THE  BODY  OF  WM.  BURGESS 
ESQ.,  WHO  DEPARTED  THIS  LIFE  ON  YE 
24th  OF  JANUARY,  1686 
AGED  64  YEARS :  LEAVING  HIS 
DEAR  BELOVED  WIFE,  URSULA  AND  ELEVEN 
CHILDREN,  VIZ:  SEVEN  SONS  AND  FOUR 
DAUGHTERS  AND  EIGHT  GRAND-CHILDREN. 

IN  HIS  LIFE-TIME  A  MEMBER  OF 
HIS  LORDSHIP’S  DEPUTY  GOVERNORS;

A  Fleming  Family  with  Colonial  Ancestors

Colonel  William  Burgess  had  married  three  times.* 
His  first  wife  was  Elizabeth  Robins,  daughter  of  Edward 
Robins  of  Virginia.  The  second  was  a  widow,  Mrs.  Ewen; 
and  the  third  was  Ursula  Gordon,  who  survived  him. 

His  second  son,  Edward,  and  his  daughter,  Susanna, 
seem  to  have  been  born  in  Virginia.  The  marriage  of  his 
son  Edward  to  Sarah  Chew  allied  these  two  prominent 
families;  and  the  marriage  of  his  daughter  Susanna  to 
the  step-son  of  Charles  Lord  Baltimore  drew  the  interest 
of  William  Burgess  to  the  Proprietaries. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  Colonel  William  Burgess  owned 
perhaps  ten  thousand  acres  of  land.  His  will,  dated  July 
11,  1685,  proved  February,  1686,  or  ’87,  (See  Maryland 
Wills,  Vol.  II,  page  12)  provides  bequests  of  land  for  Wil¬ 
liam,  John,  Joseph,  Benjamin  and  Charles,  while  his 
sons  Edward  and  George,  and  his  daughters,  Elizabeth, 
Susanna  and  Anne,  received  personal  property.  His  wife, 
Ursula,  was  named  Executrix  and  residuary  legatee  of 
estate,  real  or  personal,  in  Maryland  or  in  England. 

To  William  were  given  eighteen  hundred  acres  on 
South  River,  which  included  London  Town;  also  “Betty’s 
Choice”  containing  four  hundred  eighty  acres  in  Balti¬ 
more  County. 

To  John  were  given  “Morley’s  Lot,”  “Bendall  Green,” 
“Benjamin’s  Choice,”  and  “Benjamin’s  Addition,”  com¬ 
prising  eight  hundred  acres  on  Herring  Creek. 

To  Joseph  were  given  “West  Puddington”  and  “Beard’s 
Habitation,”  containing  thirteen  hundred  acres  on  South 
River.

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To  Benjamin  were  given  “Bessington,”  comprising  three 
hundred  acres,  and  “Burgess’  Choice,”  containing  four 
hundred  acres  on  South  Biver. 

To  Charles  were  given  sixteen  hundred  acres  at  the 
head  of  Sassafras  Creek  in  Cecil  County  and  five  hundred 
acres  on  the  Susquehannah  Biver  in  Baltimore  County. 

Edward  had  been  made  a  residuary  legatee  of  the  estate 
of  Captain  George  Puddington.  Colonel  William  Burgess 
strongly  disapproved  of  this,  and  provided  in  his  own 
will  as  follows:  “to  son  Edward  5000  pounds  of  tobacco 
in  casque  conditioned  that  he  divide  one  half  of  the 
property  received  from  George  Puddington’s  will,  other¬ 
wise  the  said  Edward  to  receive  four  shillings  and  no 
more.” 

Of  the  children  of  William  Burgess,  George  and  Ben¬ 
jamin  moved  to  England;  John  and  Joseph  died  young; 
Charles  married  Miss  Hanslap;  William  married  Mrs. 
Ann  Lord  nee  Watkins;  he  died  June  28,  1698  in  his 
twenty-fifth  year;  Anne,  born  October  7,  1680,  was  mar¬ 
ried  June  8,  1697,  to  Thomas  Sparrow;  she  died  July  25, 
1697;  Susanna  married  Major  Nicholas  Sewall;  Edward 
married  Sarah  Chew. 

Edward  Burgess,  son  of  William  Burgess  and  his  first 
wife  Elizabeth  (Bobins)  Burgess,  probably  was  named  for 
his  grandfather,  Edward  Bobins.  He  came  with  the  family 
from  Virginia  to  Maryland.  In  1660  he  received  a  grant, 
“Burgess’  Bight,”  on  South  Biver,  Anne  Arundel  County. 
He  became  prominent  in  public  affairs.  He  was  one  of 
the  Commissioners  of  London  Town,  a  Justice  of  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Court,  a  member  of  the  Quorum,  and  Captain  of 
the  Foot. 

*In  1688  enemies  of  the  Proprietary  began  a  contest  for 
control  under  the  cry  that  Catholics  were  plotting  with 
Indians  to  murder  Protestants.  Colonel  Henry  Darnell, 
Colonel  Pye  and  Mr.  Boarman  were  charged  with  con¬ 
spiring  with  the  Seneca  Indians  for  this  purpose.  The 
public  became  aroused.  Certain  Protestants,  among 
whom  were  Captain  Edward  Burgess  and  Henry  Hawkins,

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addressed  a  letter  to  Colonel  Diggs  of  Lord  Baltimore’s 
Council  to  know  if  there  was  any  truth  in  the  rumor. 
They  were  satisfied  with  the  reply  which  they  received, 
and  joined  in  persuading  the  people  that  the  rumor  was 
false.  However,  much  travel  and  labor  were  required  to 
convince  the  people  and  to  prevent  a  popular  uprising. 
For  public  service  in  this  movement  Edward  Burgess  be¬ 
came  Captain  of  the  Foot. 

Ancestors  of  Ann  White  :  The  Chew  Family 

The  Chew  family  in  America  begins  with  John  Chew 
(1590-1655).  He  came  from  Chewton,  Somersetshire, 
England,  to  Virginia  with  three  servants  in  the  Charitie 
in  1622,  landing  at  Hogg  Island  near  Jamestown.  His 
wife,  Sarah,  followed  him  in  1623  in  the  Sea  Floure. 

John  Chew  was  a  man  of  wealth  and  influence.  In  a 
grant  of  land  secured  in  1623  he  is  called  “John  Chew, 
Merchant.”  He  built  his  home  in  Jamestown.  On  August 
14,  1624,  he  was  granted  “one  rood  and  nine  poles  of  land 
adjacent  thereto — for  the  better  conveniencie  and  com - 
moditie  of  his  new  house.” 

On  July  6,  1636,  a  grant  to  him  of  500  acres  of  land  was 
authorized  as  follows: 

Whereas  the  usuall  policy  &  custome  of  all  nations  but  in 
more  espetiall  manner  of  the  state  of  England,  have  as 
well  in  ancient  as  in  moderne  times  for  the  safeguard  and 
securitie  of  the  inland  country  afforded  and  induced  the 
frontier  inhabitants  w’th  diverse  privileges  and  immuni¬ 
ties  tending  to  the  inabling  them  to  make  the  better  re¬ 
sistance  against  both  open  invasions  and  sudden  incur¬ 
sions  of  the  neare  confining  and  contiguous  Enemie  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  rules  of  justice  and  equity,  poising  thereby  and 
balancing  their  greater  &  more  immanent  share  of  danger 
with  the  guerdon  and  reward  of  spetiall  and  p’ticular  & 
fitt  in  i  sitac’on  whereof  the  Govern’r  &  Councell  by 
order  of  Court  bearing  the  date  at  James  City  the  8th  of 
October,  1630,  for  the  securing  and  taking  of  a  tract  of 
land  called  the  forest  bordering  upon  the  chiefe  residence 
of  the  Pamunky  King,  the  most  dangerous  head  of  the

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Indian  Enemie,  did  after  much  consultation  thereof  had, 
decree  and  sett  doune  severall  portions  of  land  for  each 
Commander  and  fifteen  acres  p.  polle  for  all  other  persons 
who  for  the  first  year  and  five  and  twenty  acres  per  polle 
for  all  such  whoe  the  second  year  should  adventure  or  be 
adventured  to  seate  and  inhabite  on  the  southerne  side 
of  Pamunkye  River,  now  called  Charles  River,  and  knowne 
by  the  Indian  name  of  Chisciake,  as  a  reward  and  en- 
couragm’t  for  such  undertaking  as  by  the  said  order  more 
at  large  appeareth.  Therefore  there  is  a  grant  to  John 
Chew,  Gent,  of  500  acres  in  Charles  River  County,  July 
6,  1636.

At  a  later  date  he  was  granted  700  acres  for  transport¬ 
ing  fourteen  persons  to  Virginia.  This  tract  adjoined  the 
500  acres  previously  granted. 

A  few  of  the  other  interesting  quotations  from  ancient 
court  records  referring  to  Mr.  John  Chew  and  cited  by 
the  Virginia  Magazine  of  History  are  added  here. 

Court  was  held  January  the  9th,  1623. 

At  the  same  court  touchinge  a  controvers  betwixt  Mr. 

John  Chew  and  Wm.  Douglas  wine  meele  and  other 
thinges  of  the  goods  of  wch  weare  spent  in  ye  Shippe 
called  ye  Marye  for  ye  wch  Mr.  Chew  demandeth  the 
sume  of  1738  lbs  waight  of  Tobacco. 

Forasmuch  as  there  is  not  left  undisposed  sufficient  of 
belonginge  to  Mr.  Mangley  deceased,  the  M’r  of  ye  said 
Shippe  the  satisfaccon  of  the  said, 

It  is  ordered  that  the  Cables  and  Anchors  and  such  th 
are  not  already  prised  in  the  Shippe  shall  now  be  to  the 
use  of  the  said  Mr.  Chew. 

Virginia  Magazine  of  History,  XIX:  142 

Court  held  the  23rd  of  March. 

Capt.  Wm.  Holmes  sworn  an  ex’  saith  that  Mr.  Chew 
agree  ag(ain)  with  Mr.  Calcar  to  pay  him  for  the  bed  a 
covering  vallence  certain  pewter  &  c  303  li  of  tob:  or 
there  abouts  for  Mr.  Willm  Ben(et’s)  use. 

Upon  Mr.  John  Chews  acknowledgement  that  he  is  en- 
debted  unto  Capt.  Wm.  Holmes  in  the  sum  of  99  li  of  tob: 
it  is  ordered  that  he  shall  forthly  pay  itt. 

Virginia  Magazine  of  History,  XIX,  227. 
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Another  court  order  is  as  follows: 

Itt  is  ordered  ut  Mr.  Chew  shall  presently  lett  Richard 
Bartlett  have  a  barrell  of  ears  and  to  pay  him  the  rest  of 
the  three  barrells  of  corne  when  Capt.  Hamer  doth  come 
in  and  Richard  Bartlett  to  go  forwarde  with  the  finishinge 
of  Mr.  Chews  house. 

Virginia  Magazine  of  History,  XXIII,  3 

In  1622  Mr.  Chew  was  manager  of  the  business  of 
Robert  Bennett,  who  was  master  of  a  vessel  trading  with 
the  Indians  around  Chesapeake  Bay.  In  1625  Governor 
Harvey  called  him  the  ablest  merchant  of  Virginia. 

He  was  burgess  from  Hogg  Island,  1623-27,  and  in  1629; 
then  from  York  County  from  1634  to  1652.  At  one  time 
he  was  a  Colonel  of  the  Provincial  Forces. 

In  1653  he  moved  to  Maryland  where  he  received  a 
grant  of  500  acres  of  land  which  he  paid  for  in  Virginia 
tobacco.  He  died  in  1655.  At  least  two  sons  survived  him, 
Samuel  and  Joseph. 

Samuel  Chew,  son  of  John  and  Sarah  Chew,  was  bom 
in  1625  (?)  and  died  March  15,  1677.  He  became  as  prom¬ 
inent  in  Maryland  as  his  father  had  been  in  Virginia.  He 
resided  in  Maryland  as  early  as  1648.  In  1659  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Maryland  House  of  Burgesses  as  “Samuel 
Chew,  Gent.”  On  December  17,  1669,  he  was  sworn  one  of 
the  Justices  of  the  Provincial  Court  and  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  as  “Samuel  Chew,  Esq.”  On  July  28,  1669,  he 
was  commissioned  a  member  of  the  Governor’s  Council; 
he  was  sworn  in  on  October  22,  1669,  and  served  until  his 
death.  The  year  before  his  death  he  was  referred  to  as 
“Colonel  Samuel  Chew,  Chancellor  and  Secretary.”  In  a 
grant  he  was  called  “His  Lordship’s  well  beloved  Samuel 
Chew,  Esq.” 

A  grant  having  been  issued  to  him  in  1650,  he  laid  out 
the  town  of  Herrington  on  Herring  Creek.  Lord  Balti¬ 
more’s  Rent  Rolls  show  him  as  Samuel  Chew,  Lord  of 
Chew’s  Resolution,  1073  acres  in  Baltimore  County,  sur¬ 
veyed  for  him  in  April,  1664.

Lords  of  the  Manor  in  Colonial  Maryland. 

Wills  of  Maryland,  Vol.  I,  Anne  Arundel  County. 
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As  stated  on  page  8,  he,  as  a  Colonel  of  the  Provincial 
Forces,  was  associated  with  Colonel  William  Burgess  in 
the  wars  against  the  Indians. 

His  wife  was  Anne  Ayers,  referred  to  as  “the  Quakeress 
daughter  and  sole  heir  of  William  Ayers  of  Nansemond 
County,  Virginia.”  Her  father  had  received  a  grant  of  250 
acres  of  land  on  Nansemond  in  1635  for  “the  adventure 
of  five  men  to  the  colony.”  Anne  Ayers  was  an  active 
member  of  the  Society  of  Friends;  meetings  were  held  at 
her  home.  Her  marriage  to  Samuel  Chew  occurred  in 
1658  or  1659.  She  died  April  13,  1695. 

The  will  of  Samuel  Chew  dated  “26th  July  1676,”  and 
probated  “12th  June,  1677,”  names  seven  sons  and  two 
daughters  and  lists  their  inheritances.  It  provides  in  part 
as  follows: 

“To  wife  Anne  exex.  600  Acre  plantation  at  Herrington 
during  life. 

To  son  Samuel  and  heirs,  said  plantation  at  death  of 
wife  aforesaid,  and  300  Acres,  Chews  Right  or  Poplar 
Ridge. 

To  son  Joseph  and  heirs,  450  Acres,  “Stantly.” 

To  son  Nathan  and  heirs,  500  Acres,  “Poppinggay,”  in 
Calvert  County. 

To  son  William  and  heirs,  lot  in  town  of  Herrington. 

To  sons  Benjamin,  John  and  Caleb,  daughters  Sarah 
and  Anne,  and  brother  Joseph  personallity,  sons  to  be  of 
age  at  21  and  daughters  at  18. 

Overseers:  Lt.  Thomas  Taylor,  Richard  Johns. 

Test:  John  Cobreath,  Patric  Hall,  John  Thompson.” 

Sarah  Chew.  More  specifically  Sarah  Chew  was  given 
by  the  will  of  her  father  Samuel  Chew  “one  sufficient 
woman  slave,  either  negro  or  Indian,  20,000  pounds  of 
good  marketable  tobacco,  when  Sarah  is  18  or  day  of 
marriage.” 

The  will  of  her  mother  Anne  (Ayers)  Chew  on  record 
at  Annapolis,  dated  February  20,  1694,  proved  May  5,  1695, 
gives  to  “daughter  Sarah  Burgess  1000  pounds  of  tobacco, 
one  feather  bed  with  bolster,  and  ring  on  demand  after 
my  decease.”  She  was  also  to  receive  2000  pounds  of  to¬ 
bacco  yearly  thereafter. 
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As  shown  on  page  10,  Edward  Burgess  married  Sarah 
Chew. 

The  will  of  Edward  Burgess,  Gent.,  of  Anne  Arundel 
County,  Maryland,  dated  August  29,  1721,  proved  March 
1,  1722,  when  considered  with  that  of  his  widow,  Sarah 
Burgess,  dated  September  26,  1738,  proved  May  12,  1740, 
shows  their  children  to  have  been:  Samuel,  John,  Marga¬ 
ret  Ware,  Ann  White,  Sarah  Gaither,  Susanna  Bichard- 
son  and  Elizabeth  Nicholson. 

Ancestors  of  Ann  White  :  The  White  Family 

Robert  White.  The  Register  of  All  Hallows  Church, 
Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland,  contains  this  entry: 
“September  22,  1709,  were  married  Robert  White  and 
Anne  Burgess  by  lycence.”  The  writer  knows  nothing 
about  the  ancestry  of  Robert  White.  The  land  records  of 
Prince  George  County,  Maryland,  Liber  Q,  folio  623,  show 
that  on  February  16,  1732,  he  purchased  a  tract  of  land 
at  the  fork  of  the  eastern  branch  of  the  Potomac  River, 
from  John  Cheaton  and  Mary,  his  wife. 

The  will  of  Robert  White  recorded  in  Liber  I,  folio  597, 
Prince  George  County,  Maryland,  dated  August  9,  1758, 
probated  April  14,  1768,  names  the  tract  on  which  the 
family  then  lived  as  Mount  Pleasure  and  bequeathed  it  to 
his  wife.  This  is  the  only  real  estate  mentioned  in  the 
will.  The  balance  of  the  estate  seems  to  have  consisted 
of  tobacco,  slaves,  and  other  personal  property. 

In  this  will  Robert  White  named  as  his  heirs  the  fol¬ 
lowing  persons:  Son  James  White;  Son  Burgess  White; 
Daughter  Sarah  Hawker;  Daughter  Ann  Fleming; 
Granddaughter  Ann  Fleming;  Granddaughter  Catherine 
Fleming;  Grandson  Robert  White  Fleming;  Daughter 
Catherine  White;  Granddaughter  Catherine  Wilson; 
Grandson  Robert  Hawker;  and  Grandson  Burgess  White. 

Daughter  Ann  Fleming  was  the  wife  of  John  Fleming, 
Sr.,  and  granddaughters  Ann  and  Catherine  Fleming  and 
grandson  Robert  White  Fleming  were  their  children. 

John  Fleming  and  his  wife  prospered.  He  received 
from  his  stepfather  David  Burnes  a  bequest  of  a  hundred 
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acres  of  land  called  Hensley.  He  acquired  an  additional 
farm  known  as  Flemings  Addition  to  Hensley,  and  a  third 
farm  called  Bedfordshire  Carrier.  His  wife  received  a 
bequest  from  Robert  White,  her  father. 

John  Fleming  is  named  in  the  records  of  Prince  George, 
Frederick,  and  Montgomery  Counties  of  Maryland.  This  is 
because  Frederick  County  was  formed  from  a  part  of 
Prince  George  County  in  1748,  and  Montgomery  County 
was  formed  from  a  part  of  Frederick  County  in  1776. 

The  home  properties  above  named  were  located  in  the 
southern  part  of  Montgomery  County,  probably  not  far 
from  the  Potomac  River. 

At  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  John  Fleming 
was  in  business  with  his  son  of  the  same  name.  The 
father  became  known  as  John  Fleming,  Sr.,  and  the  son 
as  John  Fleming,  Jr.  They  were  keeping  a  general  store 
at  which  shoes  were  made. 

The  following  entries  are  among  those  shown  in  a 
memorandum  book  originally  belonging  to  John  Fleming, 
Jr.,  and  now  in  the  possession  of  Russell  Fleming  of  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Ohio.  (See  page  55).

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John  Fleming,  Sr.  was  62  years  of  age  when  the  Decla¬ 
ration  of  Independence  was  signed.  Therefore  he  prob- 
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ably  did  not  render  actual  military  service  in  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War.  However,  the  records  of  the  Circuit  Court 
for  Montgomery  County,  Maryland,  for  the  March  term 
of  1778,  show  that  John  Fleming,  Sr.,  took  the  Oath  of 
Fidelity  as  follows:

Mr.  James  Offut  delivers  to  the  Court  here  a  list  of  the 
Person’s  names  who  have  taken,  repeated  and  subscribed 
the  Oath  of  Fidelity  and  Support  to  the  State  of  Mary¬ 
land,  and  is  as  follows,  to  wit: 

“I,  A.  B.,  do  swear  that  I  do  not  hold  myself  bound  to 
yield  any  allegiance  or  obedience  to  the  King  of  Great 
Britan,  his  heirs  or  successors,  and  that  I  will  be  true  and 
faithful  to  the  State  of  Maryland  and  will  to  the  utmost 
of  my  power  support,  maintain  and  defend  the  freedom 
and  Independence  thereof  and  the  Government  as  now  es¬ 
tablished  against  all  open  Enemies  and  secret  and  Traiter- 
ous  Conspiracies,  and  will  use  my  utmost  Endeavors  to 
disclose  and  make  known  to  the  Governor  or  some  one 
of  the  Judges  or  Justices  thereof  all  Treasons  or  Traiterous 
Conspiracies,  Attempts  or  Combinations  against  this  State 
or  the  Government  thereof  which  may  come  to  my  knowl¬ 
edge,  so  help  me  God.” 

Among  those  who  subscribed  to  the  above  oath  appear 
the  names  of  John  Fleming,  Sr.,  and  two  of  his  sons, 
James  Fleming  and  John  Fleming,  Jr.  See  Liber  Court 
Records  1777-1781,  folio  65. 

The  children  of  John  Fleming,  Sr.,  and  Ann  White 
Fleming  were  as  follows.  The  order  of  birth  is  not  known. 

I.  Margaret  who  married  David  Lowe. 

II.  James  who  married  Elizabeth _  His  will  is 

recorded  in  Liber  C,  folio  1,  Montgomery  County,  Mary¬ 
land,  probated  June  12,  1792. 

1.  John  Fleming,  Sheriff  of  Montgomery  County, 
1807.  Will  recorded  Liber  I,  folio  37,  Montgom¬ 
ery  County,  Maryland,  probated  December  29, 

1814.  Apparently  never  married. 

2.  Robert  White  Fleming,  Sheriff  of  Montgomery 
County,  1813, — See  Sharf’s  History  of  Western 
Maryland.  His  will  is  recorded  in  Liber  I,  folio 
38,  Montgomery  County;  probated  January  7, 

1815.  Apparently  never  married. 
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3.  Burgess  Fleming. 

4.  Cephas  Fleming. 

5.  Mary  Fleming  who  married  a  Mr.  Summers. 

6.  Catherine  who  married  Burgess  Willett. 

III.  John  Fleming,  horn  1744,  died  1829.  See  next 
chapter. 

IV.  Catherine  Fleming,  horn  September  22,  1747;  died 
November  26,  1821.  Married  June  15,  1778,  to  Captain 
Joseph  Magruder.  She  was  his  second  wife.  Their  family 
Bible  is  still  preserved.  They  were  married  by  Rev.  Joseph 
Threlkeld,  pastor  of  “Cabin  John”  Presbyterian  Church.* 
Captain  Joseph  Magruder  (1742-1793)  served  in  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War.  The  Captain  Joseph  Magruder  Chapter 
of  the  D.A.R.  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  is  named  in  his  honor. 

The  will  of  Joseph  Magruder,  Liber  C,  folio  115,  Mont¬ 
gomery  County,  Maryland,  dated  July  31,  1793,  and  pro¬ 
bated  September  7,  1793,  names  the  following  children: 
Margaret,  Philip,  Joseph,  Basil,  Elizabeth,  Ann,  Catherine, 
John  Burgess,  Greenbury,  Robert  White.  The  first  four 
or  five  children  are  evidently  of  his  first  wife. 

(William  Allen  Fleming  left  among  his  papers  a  note  which  is  as 
follows:  “The  following  was  sent  me  by  a  descendant  of  Joseph  Mag¬ 
ruder  and  Catherine  Fleming  Magruder,  daughter  of  John  Fleming,  Sr.) 

Family  record  in  Bible  of  Joseph  Magruder  and  Catherine 
his  wife: 

1.  Joseph  Magruder  and  Catherine  his  wife  were  married 
June  15,  1778. 

2.  Deaths:  Joseph  Magruder  departed  this  life  August  15 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1793. 

3.  Catherine  Magruder,  wife  of  Joseph  Magruder,  de¬ 
parted  this  life  Nov.  26,  1821,  aged  74  yrs.,  2  mo.  and  4 
days. 

4.  Ann  Fleming,  mother  of  Catherine  Magruder,  departed 
this  life  July  3  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1796. 

5.  John  Fleming,  father  of  Catherine  Magruder,  depart¬ 
ed  this  life  Dec.  25  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1796,  aged  82. 

The  writer  of  the  above  was  Roberta  Julia  Magruder  Bukey,  D.A.R. 
No.  47539.  She  used  Capt.  Joseph  Magruder  and  John  Fleming,  Sr., 
among  her  Revolutionary  ancestors.  (See  D.A.R.  Lineage  Records, 
Vol.  48,  page  254.)”

V.  Robert  White  Fleming,  mentioned  in  the  will  of 
his  grandfather,  Robert  White,  but  not  in  the  will  of  his 
father.  The  explanation  is  that  he  died  November  29, 
1773.  Land  records  of  Frederick  County,  Maryland,  Liber 
O,  folio  177,  show  that  he  owned  Bedfordshire  Carrier,  111 
acres,  on  March  26,  1771.  This  tract  went  to  his  father 
and  appears  in  his  will.  Later  it  appears  in  the  will  of 
Joseph  Magruder.  Robert  White  Fleming  apparently  never 
married. 

VI.  Burgess  Fleming  who  died  July  29,  1777. 

VII.  Ann  Fleming  who  died  in  1814,  married  Ninian 
Willett  who  died  in  1806.  The  will  of  Ann  Fleming  Willett 
is  recorded  in  Liber  I,  folio  22,  Montgomery  County, 
Maryland,  dated  June  1,  1810,  and  probated  April  9,  1814. 
Their  children  were:  1.  John;  2.  Edward;  3.  Robert  White; 
4.  Ann  who  married  Benjamin  Kelly;  5.  Burgess  who  mar¬ 
ried  his  cousin,  Catherine  Fleming,  daughter  of  James 
Fleming;  6.  Mary  who  married  Mr.  Pedicord;  7.  Oratio; 
8.  Catherine  who  married  Evan  Jones;  9.  Sarah  who  mar¬ 
ried  Jesse  Leach. 

The  will  of  John  Fleming,  Sr.,  is  recorded  in  Mont¬ 
gomery  County,  Maryland,  Liber  C,  folio  315.  It  is  dated 
January  1795,  probated  January  16,  1797.  It  provides — 

also  my  will  is  that  my  beloved  wife  Ann  Fleming  shall 
hold  and  occupy  my  lands,  namely,  part  of  a  tract  called 
Hensley,  Fleming  Addition  and  Bedfordshire  Carrier,  with¬ 
out  any  hindrance  or  restraint,  and  all  my  personal  prop¬ 
erty  during  her  life. — 

Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  David  Lowe  and  Mar¬ 
garet  Lowe  a  tract  called  Hensley. 

Also  my  will  is  that  Elizabeth  Fleming  (wife  of  my  late 
son  James  Fleming)  shall  hold  and  occupy  (after  my 
wife’s  natural  life)  all  that  tract  called  Fleming's  Addition 
to  Hensley  during  her  natural  life  provided  she  make  no 
claim  to  a  tract  called  Bedfordshire  Carrier  or  any  person 
by,  from  or  under  her,  and  in  case  the  said  Elizabeth 
Fleming  should  ask,  demand  or  claim  any  part  of  the 
tract  of  land  called  Bedfordshire  Carrier  as  for  her  right 
of  dower,  or  any  other  claim  whatsoever,  that  she  imme¬ 
diately  relinquish  her  claim  to  the  tract  of  land  called 
Fleming's  Addition  to  Hensley  to  Catherine  Magruder 
during  Elizabeth  Fleming’s  natural  life,  but  by  her  com- 
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plying  with  this  my  will,  after  her  decease  the  tract  of 
land  called  Hensley,  after  timely  notice,  be  sold  at  publick 
sale,  and  the  money  arising  from  the  sale  be  equally 
divided  between  the  heirs  of  James  Fleming,  namely,  John 
Fleming,  Robert  Fleming,  Burgess  Fleming,  Cephas  Flem¬ 
ing,  Mary  Fleming,  and  Catherine  Fleming. 

Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  David  Lowe  (after  my 
wife’s  natural  life)  one  negro  woman  named  Nancy,  two 
of  the  best  feather  beds  and  furniture. 

I  give  to  Catherine  Magruder  (after  my  wife’s  natural 
life)  one  feather  bed  and  furniture. 

I  give  unto  my  son  John  Fleming  and  David  Lowe 
(after  my  wife’s  natural  life)  negro  called  Frank  to  be 
by  them  set  free  agreeable  to  the  Act  of  Assembly  in  such 
cases  made  and  provided. 

Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  all  the  rest  and  residue  of 
my  personal  estate  whatsoever  the  same  may  be  or  can 
be  found,  or  in  whose  possession  soever,  the  same  may 
or  any  part  thereof  now  is  or  hereafter  may  be  found, 
to  be  equally  divided  (after  my  wife’s  natural  life)  into 
five  equal  parts,  to  wit:  one  fifth  to  David  Lowe  and 
Margaret  Lowe,  one  fifth  to  Catherine  Magruder,  one 
fifth  to  John  Fleming,  and  one  fifth  to  Ann  Willett,  wife 
of  Ninian  Willett,  one  fifth  to  the  heirs  of  James  Fleming, 
namely,  John  Fleming,  Robert  Fleming,  Burgess  Fleming, 
Cephas  Fleming,  Mary  Fleming  and  Catherine  Fleming, 
to  them  and  their  heirs  forever. 

Beloved  wife  Ann  Fleming  my  executrix  and  David 
Lowe  executor, 


John  Fleming,  Sr. 
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John  Fleming,  Jr.,  and  Nancy  Ann  (Hopkins)  Fleming, 
Ancestors  of  Nancy  Ann  Hopkins  :  The  Wallace  Family 


John  Fleming,  Jr.,  born  in  1744,  and  Nancy  Ann  Hop¬ 
kins,  born  in  1753,  were  married  November  20,  1777,  at 
Cabin  John  Presbyterian  Church  in  Montgomery  County, 
Maryland,  by  Rev.  Joseph  Threlkeld.  Her  name  appears 
as  Ann  Hopkins  on  the  record  as  shown  in  Brumbaugh’s 
Maryland  Records ,  Colonial,  Revolutionary ,  County, 
Church,  Vol.  II,  page  518. 

Of  John  Hopkins,  the  father  of  Ann  Hopkins  little  is 
known  except  that  he  came  to  America  shortly  before 
1750,  and  that  he  came  from  County  Ayr,  Scotland. 

Her  mother’s  name  was  Eleanor  (Wallace)  Hopkins, 
and  of  her  ancestry  we  have  much  information.  The 
record  may  be  summarized  as  follows.* 

Ricard  Wayles  or  Richard  the  Welchman,  as  the  Mar¬ 
quis  of  Bute  interprets  it,  became  Richard  Waleys.  The 
name  passed  through  some  twenty  variations  before 
settling  down  to  the  present  form,  Wallace.  Events  con¬ 
nected  with  his  history  place  the  birth  of  Sir  Richard 
Wales  at  the  beginning  of  the  twelfth  century,  1100  to 
1110. 

Among  the  first  grants  to  Sir  Richard  Wales  was  a 
tract  of  land  in  Ayrshire  eight  miles  long  and  three  miles 
wide,  where  he  lived  and  which  he  called  Richardstown, 
later  known  as  Riccarton;  the  parish  still  bears  the  latter 
name. 

He  had  two  sons,  Philip  and  Richard  the  Second.  Philip 
was  living  in  1211.  Richard  Second  succeeded  to  the  pa¬ 
ternal  estate.  He  had  two  sons,  Adam  and  Richard  Third. 
Adam  succeeded  to  the  Riccarton  estate  and  Richard 
Third  to  the  land  of  Auchincruive  in  1208. 

Adam  had  two  sons:  Adam  who  inherited  Riccarton,

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and  Malcolm  who  obtained  the  lands  of  Elderslie  in  Ren¬ 
frewshire.  Malcolm  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir 
Hugh  Crawford  of  Crosbie,  and  to  them  were  born  two 
sons:  Malcolm  and  William  the  Patriot,  according  to  Dr. 
Rogers;  but,  according  to  the  Marquis  of  Rute,  there  were 
three  sons:  Andrew,  William  and  John.  William  Wal¬ 
lace,  born  about  1273,  son  of  Sir  Malcolm  Wallace,  mar¬ 
ried  Marion  Braidfoot  and  they  had  one  daughter. 

The  Elderslie  line  of  Wallaces  was  no  doubt  carried  on 
by  Sir  William’s  brother.  In  1390  John  Wallace,  great- 
grandson  of  Adam  Wallace,  was  in  possession  of  Elders¬ 
lie,  and  from  John  the  descent  is  clear  for  some  seventeen 
male  descendants,  after  which  the  estate  seems  to  have 
passed  into  the  possession  of  female  lines  of  the  family, 
perhaps  in  the  eighteenth  century. 

Sir  Malcolm  Wallace,  Knight  of  Elderslie,  was  the  head 
of  the  family  from  whom  the  Maryland,  Virginia  and 
New  Jersey  Wallaces  claim  descent;  and  the  Wallaces  of 
all  three  of  these  states  in  the  eighteenth  century  named 
their  estates  Ellerslie  for  the  ancestral  Elderslie. 

The  connection  of  our  lines  with  the  Wallace  family 
since  the  coming  to  America  of  our  immigrant  ancestor 
Matthew  Wallace  is  indicated  by  the  chart  on  page  24. 

Matthew  Wallace  was  granted  a  patent  for  a  tract  of 
land  in  Somerset  County,  Maryland,  in  1694,  called  Kirk- 
minster.  He  had  at  least  three  sons,  William,  James,  and 
Robert.  William  left  a  will  dated  1698  in  which  he  names 
his  brothers  James  and  Robert,  but  no  children. 

James  Wallace,  son  of  Matthew  Wallace,  moved  to 
what  is  now  Montgomery  County,  Maryland.  On  August 
8,  1710,  James  Wallace,  merchant,  gave  a  mortgage  to 
John  Hide  of  London,  and  on  May  8,  1711,  he  deeded  cer¬ 
tain  property  to  John  Hide  in  payment  of  the  mortgage. 

James  Wallace  had  two  sons,  James  and  William,  who 
founded  Brothers  Industry,  a  tract  of  land  including  1429 
acres,  near  Cabin  John  Bridge.  On  November  1,  1726, 
James  Wallace  and  wife  Mary  conveyed  500  acres  of 
Brothers  Industry  to  William  Wallace  who  named  his 
estate  Ellerslie,  in  honor  and  remembrance  of  Elderslie, 
family  home  in  Scotland,  established  by  Malcolm  Wallace 
centuries  earlier. 
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James  Wallace  (son  of  James,  son  of  Matthew),  who 
with  his  brother  William  founded  Brothers  Industry, 
married  Mrs.  Mary  Douglass,  nee  Mary  Herbert. 

Mary  Herbert  was  a  daughter  of  Alexander  Herbert 
whose  will  was  proved  in  Prince  George  County,  Mary¬ 
land,  October  24,  1754.  Mary  is  not  named  in  her  father’s 
will,  but  several  of  her  children  are  named  as  grand¬ 
children,  including  “Eleanor,  wife  of  John  Hopkins.” 

James  Wallace’s  will  dated  September  6,  1774,  probated 
November  18,  1774,  is  recorded  in  Liber  A  1,  folio  524, 
Frederick  County,  Maryland.  This  will  and  other  source 
material  show  that  the  children  of  James  Wallace  and 
wife  Mary  were: 

I.  Herbert,  wife  Eleanor,  was  born  in  1726  according 
to  a  census  of  Maryland  taken  in  1776.  He  sold  his  land 
in  Maryland  October  22,  1779,  and  moved  to  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania. 

II.  William,  married  Susannah  Young  and  remained 
in  Maryland. 

III.  Alexander,  wife  Eleanor,  died  before  1759,  as  on 
that  date  Herbert,  William,  and  James  Wallace,  brothers- 
in-law  of  Eleanor,  widow  of  Alexander,  made  deeds  of 
gift  to  Eleanor  consisting  of  furniture,  slaves,  and  cattle, 
recorded  in  Frederick  County,  Maryland. 

IV.  James,  married  Eleanor  Young  and  remained  in 
Maryland. 

V.  Eleanor,  married  John  Hopkins.  See  Hopkins 
family  which  follows. 

VI.  Anne,  married  a  Mr.  Douglass. 

Ancestors  of  Nancy  Ann  Hopkins  :  The  Hopkins  Family 

John  Hopkins  came  from  County  Ayr,  Scotland.  Prior 
to  1750  he  married  Eleanor  Wallace  in  what  is  now  Mont¬ 
gomery  County,  Maryland.  By  her  father’s  will  she  was 
given  200  acres  of  land  in  what  is  now  Montgomery 
County,  Maryland,  called  Weaver  Denn,  which  was  sold 
November  11,  1777. 

The  children  of  John  Hopkins  and  Eleanor  Wallace 
Hopkins  were: 
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I.  Herbert,  whose  children  Mary  and  Janet  lived  in 
Baltimore. 

II.  William,  married  Miss  Briscoe,  lived  in  Washing¬ 
ton  County,  Pennsylvania. 

III.  Richard,  moved  to  South  Carolina. 

IV.  Alexander,  married  Rosa  Laird;  lived  in  Wash¬ 
ington  County,  Pennsylvania.  Children:  John,  Thomas, 
Eliza,  Rosa,  Polly,  and  Nancy. 

V.  James,  married  Mary  Goe;  lived  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania.  Children:  John,  William,  Dorcas, 
Elizabeth,  Mary  A.,  and  Thomas. 

VI.  John,  married  Miss  Wallace;  lived  in  Washing¬ 
ton  County,  Pennsylvania.  Children:  Charles,  Mrs.  Nancy 
Butler,  and  George. 

VII.  Thomas,  married  Catherine  Hurd.  Served  with 
Fifth  Maryland  Regiment  February,  1780,  to  November  1, 
1780,  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  Moved  to  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania  in  1781.  Children:  Andrew,  Cath¬ 
erine,  Eleanor,  Thomas,  John,  William,  White  F.,  Mar¬ 
garet,  and  Alexander. 

VIII.  Nancy  Ann  Hopkins,  born  1753,  died  1829.  Mar¬ 
ried  John  Fleming,  Jr.  Record  follows. 

IX.  Elizabeth,  married  William  Wallace,  son  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Wallace  of  Brothers  Industry. 

X.  Anna,  married  William  Parker;  lived  in  Washing¬ 
ton  County,  Pennsylvania. 

XI.  Eleanor,  married  Andrew  Boggs;  lived  in  Wash¬ 
ington  County,  Pennsylvania. 

At  the  time  of  his  marriage  to  Nancy  Ann  Hopkins, 
John  Fleming,  Jr.,  was  in  business  with  his  father  and 
was  prospering. 

The  Land  Records  of  Frederick  County,  Maryland, 
Liber  M,  folio  442,  show  that  on  August  14,  1769,  John 
Fleming,  Jr.,  purchased  from  Henry  Clagget  a  tract  of 
100  acres  of  land  called  Quince  Orchard.  In  a  memoran¬ 
dum  book  still  preserved,  John  Fleming,  Jr.,  made  the  fol-

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lowing  notation,  “1772 — August  17,  went  to  Annapolis  for 
land  warrant.”  This  doubtless  refers  to  other  land  ac¬ 
quired. 

During  the  years  1779  and  1780,  as  a  part  of  a  general 
migration  to  take  up  rich  new  lands  beyond  the  moun¬ 
tains,  John  Fleming,  Jr.,  and  some  members  of  the  Hop¬ 
kins  and  Wallace  families  moved  from  Montgomery 
County,  Maryland,  to  what  is  now  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania.  That  section  was  claimed  by  both  Virginia 
and  Pennsylvania.  The  boundary  dispute  between  the 
two  states  was  settled  in  1781,  and  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  was  formed.  It  then  included  a  large  area 
out  of  which  several  counties  have  since  been  made. 

The  following  appears  in  the  Land  Office  records  of 
Montgomery  County,  Maryland,  “Deed  dated  September 
20,  1780,  recorded  December  27,  1780.  From  John  Flem¬ 
ing,  Jr.,  of  Yohogania  Co.,  Va.,  farmer,  and  his  wife  Ann 
Fleming,  to  David  Lowe  of  Montgomery  Co.,  Md.,  planter, 
consideration  600  pounds  paid  by  David  Lowe.

There  follows  Power  of  Attorney — “that  I,  John  Flem¬ 
ing,  of  Yohogania  Co.,  Virginia,  farmer,  for  divers  good 
causes,  we  hereunto  moving — do  appoint  my  trusted 
friend  and  well  beloved  brother-in-law,  Ninian  Willett, 
of  Montgomery  County,  Maryland,  my  true  and  lawful 
Attorney  to  sell,  convey — 

John  Fleming 
Ann  Fleming” 

The  foregoing  clearly  shows  that  John  Fleming,  Jr., 
considered  himself  a  resident  of  Virginia.  It  is  probable 
that  he  first  secured  land  under  a  Virginia  Warrant. 

The  records  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Library  show 
that  he  was  taxed  on  200  acres  of  land,  three  horses,  three 
cows,  and  fourteen  sheep  in  Fallowfield  Township,  Wash¬ 
ington  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  the  year  1781,  the  same 
year  that  Washington  County  was  erected.  A  copy  of  his 
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Pennsylvania  land  patent  shows  that  he  obtained  a  grant 
for  201  acres  and  6%  allowance  on  May  14,  1785,  patented 
April  1,  1788,  recorded  in  Patent  Book  P,  Yol.  14,  page 
123,  Land  Office  Records  at  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania. 
The  name  of  this  tract  was  Meadowground.  The  bound¬ 
aries  set  forth  in  this  patent  and  a  patent  issued  to  John 
Hopkins,  Jr.,  show  that  John  Fleming,  Jr.,  John  Hopkins, 
Jr.,  William  and  Alexander  Hopkins  lived  in  the  same 
community.  Pike  Run  Township  was  erected  from  Fal- 
lowfield  Township  in  1792,  and  was  divided  into  East  and 
West  Pike  Run  Townships  March  8,  1839,  since  which 
date  the  Fleming  land  has  been  in  West  Pike  Run  Town¬ 
ship. 

The  following  appears  to  show  that  John  Fleming,  Jr., 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  Army  before  leaving  Mary¬ 
land:  “Record  of  the  Maryland  Troops  in  the  Continental 
Service  during  the  War  of  the  American  Revolution  1775- 
1783.”  Vol.  18,  folio  10,  shows  in  the  Third  Company  the 
name  of  John  Fleming.  In  this  same  company  are  James 
Burnes  and  William  Pearce.  It  is  believed  that  this  James 
Burnes  was  of  the  Burnes  family  who  lived  on  a  part  of 
what  is  now  the  site  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  that  Wil¬ 
liam  Pearce  belonged  to  the  Pearce  family  occupying 
land  due  north  of  the  Burnes  land,  and  that  John  Fleming 
here  mentioned  was  John  Fleming,  Jr. 

As  noted  on  page  18,  John  Fleming,  Sr.,  and  John  Flem¬ 
ing,  Jr.,  and  his  brother  James  each  signed  the  Oath  of 
Fidelity  and  Support  to  the  State  of  Maryland  in  1778. 

It  is  certain  that  John  Fleming,  Jr.,  served  in  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War  after  he  moved  to  Pennsylvania,  as  the 
following  records  show:  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Sixth 
Series,  Vol.  II,  page  193,  “A  return  of  Captain  White’s 
Company,  the  7th  and  8th  Class  of  the  5th  Batt.  Wash¬ 
ington  County  Militia  the  27th  of  June  1782. 

(Signed)  Nathan  Bell,  Lieut.” 

The  name  of  Mark  Deems  appears  in  the  7th  Class  and 
that  of  John  Fleming  in  the  8th  Class,  both  as  privates. 
List  of  Company  certified  on  June  27,  1782,  by  Nathan 
Powell,  Lieut. 
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The  records  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Library  show 
that  the  names  appearing  in  Captain  White’s  Company 
also  appear  on  the  same  tax  list.  In  the  patent  issued  to 
John  Fleming,  Jr.,  for  his  land  in  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  the  land  of  Mark  Deems  is  named  in  de¬ 
scribing  the  boundaries.  The  Fleming  land  in  1935  was 
owned  by  Wilbur  A.  Deems,  a  descendant  of  Mark  Deems.* 

The  Pennsylvania  Census  of  1790,  page  257,  shows  that 
there  were  nine  white  people  and  one  slave  in  the  Flem¬ 
ing  household.  The  slave,  Aunt  Becky,  had  been  brought 
from  Maryland.  She  refused  to  accept  freedom;  lived  to 
an  advanced  age;  and  was  buried  in  the  family  burying 
ground  where  her  stone  was  still  standing  in  1921. 

John  Fleming,  Jr.,  resided  in  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  to  the  end  of  his  life.  His  home,  called  the 
Mansion  House,**  was  larger  than  the  usual  pioneer 
home.  It  was  built  of  hewn  logs  and  sided  with  boards. 
It  had  five  or  six  large  rooms.  William  Allen  Fleming 
wrote,  “Father  and  I  visited  this  farm  in  1893.  The  house 
had  been  torn  down,  but  some  of  the  logs  were  still  there. 
The  family  cemetery  was  in  a  fair  state  of  preservation.” 

Back  in  Maryland  shoes  had  been  made  to  order  at  the 
place  of  business  of  John  Fleming,  Jr.,  and  his  father. 
In  the  new  country  pioneers  usually  wore  moccasins  like 
the  Indians.  However,  many  of  the  new  settlers  had  been 
accustomed  to  better  footwear.  The  Flemings  were  called 
upon  to  meet  this  need.  They  tanned  their  leather  and 
made  boots  and  shoes  to  measure.  Thus  a  thriving  busi¬ 
ness  was  established.  Machine  made  footwear  was  at 
that  time  beyond  men’s  dreams. 

John  Fleming,  Jr.,  like  his  father,  was  a  staunch  Pres¬ 
byterian  and  a  very  devout  man.  William  Alpheus  Flem¬ 
ing  (1841-1928)  used  to  tell  an  incident  in  his  own  boy¬ 
hood  which  illustrates  the  character  of  John  Fleming,  Jr. 
An  old  man  visiting  in  their  home  insisted  that  ‘Johnny’

"""After  the  death  of  John  Fleming,  Jr.,  and  his  wife,  the  Mansion  House  became 
the  property  of  their  daughter  Catherine.  Her  sister  Eleanor  lived  with  her. 
After  Catherine’s  death  and  before  the  distribution  of  her  estate,  John  Crawford 
Fleming  and  family,  including  William  Alpheus  Fleming,  lived  in  the  Mansion 
House,  1858-1861. 
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Fleming  was  “one  of  the  best  men  that  he  had  ever 
known”  and  offered  this  incident  in  proof :  “At  the  time 
of  the  War  of  1812  corn  had  gone  up  to  a  dollar  a  bushel 
and  I  was  compelled  to  buy,  but  old  Johnny  insisted  on 
giving  me  nine  bushels  for  three  dollars,”  which  was  the 
pre-war  price. 

Time  has  dimmed  the  record  of  many  experiences  of 
the  family  in  the  pioneer  days.  Our  ancestors  doubtless 
entered  into  the  activities  common  to  that  era. 

The  south-western  part  of  Pennsylvania  was  a  vast 
forest  broken  only  by  the  winding  creeks  and  rivers,  and 
by  the  settlers  who  had  cleared  off  land  which  they  wish¬ 
ed  to  farm.  Bears,  wolves,  panthers,  and  wild-cats  were 
constant  dangers. 

In  the  early  years  raids  by  hostile  Indians  were  fre¬ 
quent.  On  February  10,  1782,  a  large  group  of  Indians 
came  to  the  home  of  Robert  Wallace  on  Raccoon  Creek  in 
his  absence.  They  killed  his  cattle  and  hogs,  plundered 
his  home,  and  carried  away  his  wife  and  three  children. 
Mrs.  Wallace  and  her  infant  child  were  found  murdered. 
(See  Pioneers  of  Washington  County ,  page  40 — Reader) 

During  the  Revolutionary  War  these  raids  were  en¬ 
couraged  by  British  agents.  This  was  one  of  the  ways  by 
which  the  war  came  to  these  pioneers.  On  the  occasion 
of  at  least  one  such  raid  the  family  of  John  Fleming,  Jr., 
fled  for  safety  to  Fort  Redstone  which  was  located  where 
Brownsville  now  stands.  The  danger  of  such  raids  was 
finally  removed  by  the  victory  of  General  Anthony 
Wayne  in  1794. 

Reader,  in  his  work  above  mentioned,  gives  interesting 
information  about  the  social  and  religious  life  of  the  pio¬ 
neers.  Such  people  usually  develop  a  spirit  of  hospitality. 
Those  about  whom  this  record  is  written  were  influenced 
by  ties  of  relationship  with  many  of  their  neighbors  and 
by  the  common  dangers  which  threatened  them.  They 
were  dependent  upon  their  own  toil  and  resourcefulness, 
but  they  found  ways  of  turning  some  of  their  toil  into 
social  pleasure. 

One  such  pleasure,  unknown  to  our  time,  was  the 
Scutching  Frolic.  In  that  day  the  cloth  and  the  clothing 
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of  the  household  were  made  by  hand  in  the  home  from 
flax  or  wool  grown  on  the  farm. 

After  the  flax  had  been  ‘retted’  or  softened  by  soaking 
so  that  the  fiber  could  be  separated,  it  passed  through  the 
‘brake,’  which  was  a  home-made  machine  for  cracking 
and  separating  the  pithy  heart  of  the  plant,  and  then  it 
was  ready  for  ‘scutching.’  At  the  frolic  each  woman  had 
her  scutching  block.  This  was  a  section  of  a  log  that  had 
been  split  in  two.  The  section  was  mounted  flat  side  up 
on  four  wooden  legs;  a  triangular  part  had  been  cut  out 
lengthwise  from  the  middle  in  the  form  of  a  groove  for 
the  flax. 

The  other  necessary  implement  was  a  ‘swingling  knife’ 
which  was  a  wooden  paddle  about  two  feet  long,  having 
broad  sides  and  one  thin  edge.  The  flax  was  held  along 
the  groove  of  the  scutching  block  with  one  hand  while 
the  other  hand  wielded  the  swingling  knife  until  the  tough 
and  springy  fiber  was  separated  into  threads,  which  lay 
in  the  groove  of  the  scutching  block,  a  fluffy  mass  ready 
for  ‘hackling.’ 

In  hackling  a  coarse  comb  was  used  with  which  the 
scutched  flax  was  raked  until  the  rougher  part,  called 
swingling  tow,  was  separated  from  the  finer  part.  The 
finer  part  was  the  linen  fiber  ready  for  spinning  into 
coarse  or  fine  threads  which  were  made  up  in  cuts  ready 
to  be  woven  into  cloth. 

While  the  work  was  in  progress  there  was  laughter  and 
good  cheer.  A  boy  would  understand  what  his  mother 
meant  when  she  threatened  to  give  him  a  scutching  if  he 
didn’t  obey  orders. 

Corn  Husking  Bees  had  for  the  men  a  prominence  like 
that  of  the  Scutching  Frolic  for  the  women.  Ears  of  corn 
broken  from  the  stocks  or  stocks  with  the  ears  still  on 
them  were  hauled  to  the  place  of  the  husking  bee. 

Both  scutching  frolics  and  husking  bees  were  followed 
by  bounteous  suppers.  Then  came  the  amusements  of  the 
evening.  The  games  of  the  pioneer  days  were  played. 
Dancing  was  popular.  Some  of  the  dances  were  graceful 
and  some  were  very  vigorous,  and  as  lively  as  the  music 
of  the  pioneer  fiddler. 
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A  ‘Raising’  was  another  occasion  of  community  interest. 
The  raising  of  the  logs  into  their  places  when  a  house  or 
other  building  was  erected  was  a  task  beyond  the  man 
power  of  one  family.  For  such  a  building  the  logs  were 
carefully  selected.  They  were  cut  to  proper  lengths, 
dressed,  and  notched  at  the  ends  so  as  to  fit  together  as 
closely  as  possible. 

But  the  task  of  getting  them  into  their  places  called  for 
many  hands.  So,  a  raising  was  announced,  and  the  neigh¬ 
bors  were  invited  to  come.  As  the  walls  rose,  it  became 
necessary  to  set  up  stout  poles  as  skids  on  which  the  men 
could  slide  the  logs  up  to  their  places.  Strong  men  wel¬ 
comed  the  opportunity  to  display  their  strength.  The 
women  furnished  the  usual  bountiful  dinner. 

A  typical. wedding  is  described  in  part  as  follows:  “On 
the  eventful  day  a  procession  was  formed  by  the  bride¬ 
groom  and  his  friends  in  double  file  about  one  mile  from 
the  house  of  festivity,  and  thus  they  marched  to  the  place. 
The  ceremony  was  performed  at  high  noon,  after  which 
a  sumptuous  dinner  consisting  of  beef,  pork,  fowl,  venison, 
and  bear  meat,  roasted  and  boiled,  with  plenty  of  pota¬ 
toes,  cabbage,  and  other  vegetables  was  served.  The  feast 
was  spread  on  tables  made  from  large  slabs  of  timber, 
hewed  smooth  with  broadaxes.  Each  slab  was  supported 
by  wooden  legs.” 

Educational  facilities  were  of  a  primitive  character. 
School  houses  were  built  of  logs,  with  one  log  left  out  on 
one  side  of  the  room  in  order  to  let  in  the  light.  Heat 
was  from  an  open  fireplace  where  wood  burned  around 
a  big  backlog.  The  seats  were  made  of  small  trees  cut 
in  lengths  of  about  twelve  feet  and  split,  the  flat  side 
dressed  smooth,  and  legs  put  under  the  round  side.  These 
schools  were  in  keeping  with  their  day. 

Religion  had  a  large  place  in  the  life  of  the  pioneers. 
A  movement  that  characterized  their  day  should  be  re¬ 
corded  here.  The  meetings  were  held  in  the  open  air 
usually  in  a  great  grove.  They  were  called  Sacramental 
Meetings  or  Four  Day  Meetings  and  later  Camp  Meetings. 
This  type  of  religious  service  began  in  Kentucky  under 
the  leadership  of  Rev.  James  McGready  of  the  Presby- 
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terian  Church.  Other  Protestant  churches  joined  the 
movement  at  once.  The  Methodists  and  Baptists  had 
large  places  in  it.  The  meetings  included  enthusiastic 
preaching  and  vigorous  singing  by  the  vast  throngs  which 
assembled. 

In  the  meetings  mass  excitement  sometimes  resulted 
in  strange  physical  and  emotional  manifestations.  One 
of  these  was  “jerking.”  Sometimes  a  person’s  head  jerked 
to  one  side  and  then  to  the  other.  Sometimes  the  arms  or 
feet  were  affected.  Whether  one  called  himself  a  saint 
or  a  sinner,  when  the  convulsive  jerking  affected  him,  he 
found  it  impossible  to  control  himself.  Under  powerful 
emotion  people  fell  to  the  ground  in  an  unconscious  or  a 
semi-conscious  condition.  However,  after  making  full 
allowance  for  emotional  excesses,  it  still  is  clear  that  vast 
numbers  of  lives  were  transformed  in  these  meetings. 

This  movement  swept  like  a  flood  over  the  entire  west¬ 
ern  country  between  the  years  1797  and  1805.  In  the  form 
of  the  Camp  Meeting  it  continued  to  serve  effectively  for 
many  years. 

The  record  shows  that  in  Washington  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  when  the  movement  was  at  its  height,  people  came 
for  miles  on  horse  back,  in  wagons,  or  on  foot.  Covered 
wagons  provided  shelter  for  the  women  and  children, 
while  the  men  and  boys  slept  under  wagons  or  in  booths. 
Horses  were  picketed  in  the  woods.  Logs  were  laid  for 
seats  at  the  place  of  worship.  The  preaching  was  power¬ 
ful  and  rugged.  Services  were  usually  at  eleven  and  at 
three  o’clock.  Sacramental  tokens  were  distributed,  a 
custom  brought  from  the  Church  of  Scotland.  The  night 
scene  was  inspiring.  The  camp  was  lighted  with  pine 
knots  which  gave  a  weird  effect.  Under  Dr.  John  Mc¬ 
Millan,  one  of  the  outstanding  preachers  of  southwestern 
Pennsylvania  in  that  period,  persons  under  strong  con¬ 
viction  of  sin  were  prostrated  on  the  ground,  their  bodies 
strangely  agitated.  Local  historians  of  the  time  say  that 
in  many  cases  there  was  a  decided  change  of  character 
and  that  the  permanent  character  transformation  proved 
the  genuineness  of  the  work. 

The  married  life  of  John  Fleming,  Jr.,  and  wife  ex- 
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tended  over  a  period  of  more  than  fifty-one  years.  During 
almost  half  a  century  of  this  time  their  home  was  in 
Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.  Their  children  were: 

I.  John  who  married  Mary  Reed.  They  had  two 
daughters. 

II.  Margaret  who  married  Joseph  Wilson;  daughter 
Nancy  born  in  1800  and  died  in  1829. 

III.  Robert  White  Fleming,  born  September  27,  1787; 
died  December  24,  1864.  See  next  chapter. 

IV.  Catherine,  born  1788;  died  March  27,  1856.  Never 
married.  Lived  entire  life  time  on  home  farm  in  Wash¬ 
ington  County,  Pennsylvania. 

V.  Eleanor,  never  married.  Lived  with  Catherine  on 
home  place. 

VI.  Ann,  married  John  Frew.  Their  children  were  (1) 
Joseph,  who  never  married  and  (2)  Nancy,  who  married 
Samuel  Rarnett;  lived  at  Scenery  Hill,  Pennsylvania. 
Their  children  were  John,  Joseph,  and  Eliza  Rarnett. 

VII.  Elizabeth,  born  1796;  died  April  27,  1833.  She 
married  William  Martindell  who  was  born  September  6, 
1793,  and  died  April  6,  1852.  Their  children  were  (1) 
Thomas,  born  October  28,  1824;  died  October  3,  1900.  He 
married  Eliza  Thompson.  Their  children  were  (A)  John 
William,  born  1856;  (R)  Ruth  Ann  Etta,  born  1858;  (C) 
Lawrence,  born  1862;  and  (D)  Mary  Permelia,  born  1864. 
(2)  Mary  Ann,  born  February  1821;  married  James  Mc¬ 
Millan;  no  children.  (3)  Catherine,  born  March  29,  1822; 
married  Aaron  Raker;  Children:  (A)  Bud;  (B)  Elizabeth; 
(C)  Mary;  (D)  William;  (E)  Lide;  (F)  Hannah. 

VIII.  Mary,  who  died  when  about  17  years  old;  dates 
not  known  to  writer. 

Nancy  Ann  Fleming  died  February  5,  1829,  and  John 
Fleming,  Jr.,  survived  her  only  a  few  months.  He  died 
on  July  7,  1829. 

NOTE:  The  dates  of  the  death  and  the  age  of  John  Fleming,  Jr.,  and  of  his 
wife,  Nancy  Ann  Fleming  and  of  Elizabeth  Martindell  are  as  in  the  old  Family 
Bible  in  the  possession  of  Lawrence  V.  Martindell  in  1927  which  came  to  him 
from  his  father,  Thomas  Martindell  (1824-1900).  This  Bible  was  examined  by 
William  Allen  Fleming  in  1927  at  the  home  of  Lawrence  V.  Martindell,  Beals- 
ville,  Pennsylvania. 
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The  Will  of  John  Fleming,  Jr. 

The  will  of  John  Fleming,  Jr.,  dated  October  22,  1825, 
and  probated  August  10,  1829,  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  Register  of  Wills,  Washington,  Pennsylvania  Book 


IV,  page  446,  is  as  follows: 


In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  John  Fleming,  of  Pike 
Run  Township  in  the  County  of  Washington  and  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  being  weak  and  infirm  in  body,  but  of 
sound  and  disposing  mind,  memory  and  understanding; 
thanks  be  given  unto  God  for  the  same;  and  considering 
the  certainty  of  death,  and  the  uncertainty  of  the  time 
thereof;  do  therefore  make  and  declare  this  my  last  Will 
and  Testament  in  manner  following,  First  and  principally 
I  commend  my  soul  into  the  hands  of  Almighty  God  my 
creator  hoping  to  enjoy  everlasting  happiness  in  the 
Heavenly  kingdom  through  Jesus  Christ  my  Saviour;  My 
body  I  commit  to  the  earth  to  be  interred  in  a  decent  and 
Christian  like  manner,  not  doubting  but  that  I  shall 
receive  the  same  again  at  the  grand  resurrection,  by  the 
mighty  power  of  God,  and  as  touching  such  worldly  estate 
wherewith  it  hath  pleased  God  to  bless  me  I  dispose  of 
the  same  as  follows,  viz.  It  is  my  will  that  my  beloved 
wife  Nancy  shall  hold  the  free  and  unmolested  privileges 
of  the  Mansion  House  together  with  the  rents,  issues  and 
profits  of  my  real  estate  during  her  natural  life,  except¬ 
ing  the  lot  Ellis  Powell  now  lives  on  extending  down  to 
the  forks  of  the  river,  the  profits  whereof  is  to  be  enjoyed 
by  my  two  daughters  Eleanor  and  Catherine  during  the 
life  time  of  my  said  wife,  and  further  it  is  my  will  that 
my  beloved  wife  shall  during  her  natural  life  hold  all 
and  singular  of  my  personal  estate  of  which  an  appraise¬ 
ment  shall  be  made  as  soon  as  convenient  after  my 
decease,  excepting  that  Eleanor  and  Catherine  shall  each 
have  the  horse,  saddle  and  bridle  and  the  bed  and  bedding 
which  is  known  in  their  names  and  of  which  no  appraise¬ 
ment  is  to  be  made,  and  at  the  decease  of  my  beloved 
wife  the  said  personal  estate  agreeably  to  the  appraise¬ 
ment  shall  be  equally  divided  among  all  my  children  share 
and  share  alike,  Namely  Ann  Frew,  John,  Eleanor,  Robert, 
Catherine,  Margaret  Wilson,  &  Elizabeth  Martindale.* 
But  should  there  be  an  unavoidable  loss  by  death  or 
otherwise  of  any  species  of  property,  kept  as  above  that 
such  loss  shall  be  equally  sustained  by  all  my  children. 
And  with  respect  to  my  real  estate,  it  is  my  Will  that 


•Elsewhere  spelled  Martindell. 
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at  the  decease  of  my  beloved  wife  that  the  same  shall  be 
equally  divided  among  my  following  named  children,  viz. 
Ann  Frew,  Eleanor,  Catherine,  Margaret  Wilson  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Martindale,  subject  however  that  each  of  my  last 
mentioned  children  shall  pay  unto  my  son  John  yearly 
and  every  year  during  his  life  the  sum  of  four  dollars. 
Moreover  it  is  my  Will  and  intention  that  if  any  of  my 
said  mentioned  children  do  with  my  consent  make  im¬ 
provement  on  any  part  of  the  said  premises  such  child 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  making  choice  of  such  part 
thus  improved  at  its  estimated  value  exclusive  of  such 
improvement,  and  further  it  is  my  will  that  the  division 
of  the  real  estate  shall  be  made  in  such  manner  so  as  to 
do  as  little  prejudice  as  the  nature  of  the  premises  admit 
of,  and  when  thus  divided  that  a  valuation  be  fixed  on 
each,  having  due  regard  to  any  improvement  which  may 
have  been  made  as  aforesaid  by  any  of  my  children,  but 
should  not  my  children  agree  upon  the  order  of  such 
division  and  also  the  valuation  of  the  several  lots  or  either 
part  thereof  then  in  that  case  they  shall  each  of  them 
choose  a  disinterested  person  to  act  for  them  in  the 
premises  whose  division  shall  be  final  and  exclusive. 

And  lastly  I  do  hereby  make  and  ordain  John  Frew  and 
Joseph  Wilson  executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testa¬ 
ment,  hereby  revoking  and  making  void  all  Wills  by  me 
at  any  time  heretofore  made  ratifying  this  and  no  other 
to  be  my  last  will  and  testament. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and 
seal  the  twenty-second  day  of  October  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five.

CHAPTER  III 


Robert  White  Fleming  and  Ann  (Crawford)  Fleming 


Robert  White  Fleming,  son  of  John  Fleming,  Jr.,  was 
born  September  27,  1787,  and  died  December  24,  1864. 
On  February  24,  1810,  he  married  Ann  Crawford,  born 
November  12,  1789,  and  died  January  11,  1841. 

This  branch  of  the  Crawford  family  in  America  begins 
with  James  Crawford,  who,  with  his  wife  Margaret,  came 
from  Scotland  to  a  place  near  Baltimore  some  time  be¬ 
fore  1760.  In  1768  they  moved  to  what  is  now  Luzerne 
Township,  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  then  an  un¬ 
settled  wilderness.  Their  children  were:  William, 
Ephraim,  Elijah,  John,  a  daughter  who  married  a  Mr. 
Hargrave,  and  perhaps  others. 

John,  son  of  James  and  Margaret  Crawford,  was  born 
near  Raltimore,  January  26,  1762.  He  died  July  3,  1856. 
He  was  in  Maryland  on  a  visit  in  1780  when  he  married 
Ann  Wilson.  To  them  two  children  were  born: 

I.  William  Crawford,  born  November  29,  1787;  mar¬ 
ried  first,  Ann  Griffith;  their  children  were  John,  Israel, 
Hiram,  Wilson,  Ann  who  married  John  Sharp  and  moved 
to  Iowa,  and  a  daughter  who  married  a  Mr.  Morris  and 
lived  in  Monroe  County,  Ohio. 

After  the  death  of  Ann  (Griffith)  Crawford,  William 
married,  second,  Eliza  Knight,  daughter  of  John  and  Abi¬ 
gail  (Sharp)  Knight;  their  children  were:  Isaac,  William 
George,  Hannah,  who  married  Peter  Kirby  and  lived  in 
West  Virginia,  Abigail  who  married  John  Knight,  and 
Aramintha. 

William  Crawford  sold  the  land  given  him  by  his 
father  and  moved  to  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  later  to  Marshall  County,  West  Virginia.  His  home 
was  near  Relton.  William  Alpheus  Fleming  (1841-1928) 
visited  him  there  before  the  Civil  War,  for  William  Craw¬ 
ford  was  both  his  great-uncle  and  his  uncle  by  marriage. 

II.  Ann  Crawford,  daughter  of  John  and  Ann  (Wilson)

Crawford,  was  born  November  12,  1789;  died  January  11, 
1841.

Their  Family 

Robert  White  Fleming  and  Ann  Crawford  were  mar¬ 
ried  on  February  24,  1810.  A  little  confusion  is  caused 
by  the  fact  that  in  the  family  she  was  called  Nancy  to 
distinguish  her  from  her  mother. 

Robert  White  Fleming  was  a  Justice  of  Peace  for  Fal- 
lowfield  and  Pike  Run  Townships,  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  in  1818.  He  owned  a  farm  and  a  tanyard, 
and  employed  ten  or  twelve  men  in  making  shoes.  He 
bought  cattle  and  sold  them  in  the  eastern  markets.  At 
one  time  he  was  quite  prosperous;  but  later  he  met  busi¬ 
ness  reverses.  He  moved  to  a  large  farm  in  Fayette  County 
which  belonged  to  his  father-in-law,  John  Crawford.  His 
wife,  Ann  (Crawford)  Fleming,  died  January  11,  1841.  In 
1842  Robert  White  Fleming  moved  to  Adams  County, 
Ohio,  where  he  married  Elizabeth  Horner,  as  his  second 
wife. 

The  children  of  Robert  White  Fleming  and  Ann  (Craw¬ 
ford)  Fleming  were:

CHAPTER  IV 


John  Crawford  Fleming  and 
Margaret  Ann  (Knight)  Fleming 

John  Crawford  Fleming,  oldest  son  of  Robert  White 
Fleming,  was  born  January  23,  1811,  in  what  is  now  West 
Pike  Run  Township,  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania. 
He  died  in  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  February  14,  1896, 
and  was  buried  in  East  Union  Cemetery  of  that  county. 
He  married,  September  9,  1832,  Margaret  Ann  Knight, 
daughter  of  John  and  Abigail  (Sharp)  Knight.

The  father  and  mother  of  John  Knight  came  from 
Northern  Ireland  to  New  Jersey.  John  was  born  in  New 
Jersey  in  1773.  His  parents  both  died  leaving  John  and 
a  brother,  neither  of  whom  was  six  years  of  age.  The  boys 
were  reared  by  two  aunts  about  whom  we  know  nothing 
more. 

John  Knight  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812.  On  dif¬ 
ferent  occasions  he  related  to  William  Alpheus  Fleming 
his  war  experiences  in  Canada,  Northern  New  York,  and 
“on  the  plains  of  Sandusky.” 

For  his  services  in  the  War  of  1812  John  Knight  receiv¬ 
ed  two  grants*  of  land.  The  first  was  obtained  while  he 
was  living  in  Green  County,  Pennsylvania.  The  applica-

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tion  is  dated  January  2,  1851;  he  gives  his  age  as  “about 
73”;  private  under  Captain  William  Harper;  First  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Regiment;  Colonel  Ferree;  drafted  Green  Coun¬ 
ty,  last  day  of  September,  1812;  discharged  at  Fort  Meigs, 
April  1,  1813;  in  hospital  at  time  of  discharge.  Discharge 
lost.  Claim  handled  by  Black  and  Phelan,  Attorneys  of 
Waynesburg,  Green  County,  Pennsylvania.  80  acres  of 
land. 

The  second  land  grant  dated  February  28,  1856,  Cam¬ 
eron,  Marshall  County,  West  Virginia.  Claim  handled  by 
William  Walker  of  Cameron.  80  acres  of  land. 

John  Knight  was  a  tailor  by  trade.  He  lived  in  various 
places  between  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
Cincinnati,  Ohio.  He  died  in  Marshall  County,  West  Vir¬ 
ginia,  near  Belton,  in  1857,  at  the  home  of  his  son-in-law, 
William  Crawford,  and  his  daughter  Eliza.  See  pages 
37  and  48. 

The  mother  of  Margaret  Ann  Knight,  Abigail  Sharp, 
was  the  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Mary  (Wolverton)  Sharp. 
The  Bible  of  Isaac  Sharp  is  still  in  existence.  But  the  rec¬ 
ord  of  this  family  is  not  known  earlier  than  his  father 
and  mother,  William  and  Mary  Sharp.  Isaac  was  born 
April  13,  1750,  according  to  the  record  in  his  Bible.  There 
are  conflicting  accounts  as  to  who  his  ancestors  were  and 
when  they  came  to  America. 

The  letter  of  his  mother  which  follows  is  evidence  that 
his  father  had  died  and  that  the  mother  had  married  a 
Mr.  Wilson.  This  letter  was  written  in  1776  and  is  in  the 
possession  of  the  family  of  Zachariah  D.  Sharp  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  Pennsylvania.  It  is  addressed  to  Isaac  Sharp, 
Esquire,  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  In  care  of  Morgan 
Morgan,  By  favor  of  Robert  Eyers.  It  is  as  follows: 

My  dear  Affectionate  Son:  I  am  glad  to  inform  you  we 
are  all  in  good  health  at  present,  blessed  be  God  for  his 
unspeakable  favors.  Hoping  with  all  sincere  affection, 
you  are  in  the  same  healthful  condition.  I  received  a 
letter  from  you  this  day  dated  October  27th  (eleven  months 
after  it  was  sent)  which  gave  me  much  satisfaction  to 
hear  of  your  bodily  health,  and  it  the  more  added  to  my 
joy  to  hear  that  you  are  still  teaching  school.  Dear  child, 
consider  well  that  while  you  are  employed  for  your  bodily 
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support,  see  that  your  mind  be  employed  for  the  welfare 
of  your  soul;  for  if  we  gain  the  whole  world,  and  lose  our 
souls,  what  advantageth  it  us?  Neither  be  ye  conformed 
to  this  world,  but  be  ye  transformed  by  the  renewing  of 
your  minds,  that  you  may  know  what  is  the  will  of  God 
concerning  you.  Abstain  from  all  evil  company,  lest  you 
be  partakers  of  their  evil  deeds.  Seek  first  the  Kingdom 
of  God  and  His  righteousness,  and  all  other  things  will  be 
added  to  you.  Keep  yourself,  my  child,  unspotted  from 
the  world.  You  know  my  advice  to  you,  when  we  last  part¬ 
ed,  concerning  these  associations,  which  I  expect  you  to 
keep  in  obedience  to  me,  as  you  may  readily.  I  would  in 
no  wise  advise  you  to  your  hurt. 

We  are  talking  of  going  to  South  Carolina  again  in  the 
spring.  John’s  John,  who  lives  there  was  here,  but  I  hardly 
think  we  will  go.  Be  sure  to  miss  no  opportunity  of  writ¬ 
ing  to  me. 

I  remain  your  affectionate  mother, 

Ann  Wilson* 

Isaac  Sharp  signed  the  Oath  of  Fidelity  as  is  shown  by 
his  certificate  which  is  in  the  possession  of  the  famly  of 
Zachariah  D.  Sharp  of  Washington,  Pennsylvania.  It  is 
as  follows: 

I  do  hereby  certify  that  Isaac  Sharp  hath  taken  and 
subscribed  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  allegiance  and  fidelity 
as  directed  by  an  Act  of  Assembly,  instituted:  An  Act  to 
oblige  the  free  male  inhabitants  of  this  state,  above  a 
certain  age,  to  give  assurance  of  allegiance  to  the  same 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Witness  my  hand  and  seal  this  13th  day  of  September 
1777. 

Signed:  John  Morrow. 

This  certificate  clearly  follows  the  form  required  by 
the  law  of  Virginia,  as  is  shown  in  Hening’s  Statutes  at 
Large  Vol.  9,  Chapter  III,  page  281.  The  John  Morrow 
who  signed  the  above  certificate  seems  to  be  the  John 
Morrow,  active  in  the  colonial  cause,  who  lived  at  Shep- 
herdstown  which  was  at  that  time  within  Berkeley 
County.** 

Aler’s  History  of  Berkeley  County ,  Virginia ,  states  that

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this  county  was  formed  in  1772,  and  that  the  early  settlers 
were  largely  Quakers  from  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  and  Maryland.  Both  Sharps  and  Wolvertons 
were  living  there.  It  is  probable  that  Isaac  Sharp  and 
Mary  Wolverton  were  married  there,  and  that  they  moved 
to  what  is  now  Green  Countv,  Pennsylvania,  between 
1777  and  1780. 

We  have  not  been  able  definitely  to  connect  William, 
father  of  Isaac  Sharp,  with  any  of  the  other  branches  of 
the  Sharp  family  or  to  trace  the  parents  of  this  Mary 
Wolverton,  daughter  of  John  and  Abigail*  (Darby)  Wol¬ 
verton  to  their  earlier  connections. 

Isaac  Sharp  and  Mary  (Wolverton)  Sharp  established 
their  home  on  McNarlin’s  Run,  about  three  miles  north¬ 
west  of  Waynesburg,  Green  County,  Pennsylvania.  He 
was  a  school  teacher  and  a  surveyor.  He  died  February 
12,  1831,  and  was  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  at  Waynes¬ 
burg  by  the  side  of  his  wife,  who  died  August  26,  1822.

They  lived  at  various 
places.  However,  their  permanent  interests  seem  to  have 
been  in  Green  County,  Pennsylvania.  It  was  there  that 
her  people  lived.  Here  he  was  drafted  for  the  War  of 
1812.  His  first  application  for  a  grant  of  land  in  1851  was 
looked  after  by  attorneys  living  at  Waynesburg,  Green 
County,  Pennsylvania.

CHAPTER  V 


William  Alpheus  Fleming  and 
Mary  Ann  (Glen)  Fleming 
Paternal  Ancestry  of  Mary  Ann  Glen 

William  Alpheus  Fleming,  fifth  child  of  John  Crawford 
Fleming,  married  Mary  Ann  (Glen)  Dickson  on  August 
28,  1865.  The  paternal  ancestry  of  Mary  Ann  Glen,  as  far 
as  we  have  the  facts,  is  outlined  on  the  following  chart. 

There  is  a  well  established  tradition  that  the  immigrant 
ancestor,  John  Glen,  Sr.,  came  from  Scotland.  It  is  known 
that  he  lived  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
that  he  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  a  cemetery  near  the 
village  of  Independence.  His  will  has  not  been  found. 

Creigh’s  History  of  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania, 
refers  to  a  suit,  “His  Excellency  George  Washington,  Esq. 
vs.  John  Glen  et  al  to  recover  lands.”  General  Washing¬ 
ton’s  Dairy,  with  Annotations  by  the  Mount  Vernon 
Ladies’  Association  supplies  the  following :  On  September 
18,  1784,  George  Washington  crossed  the  Monongahela  at 
Devours  Ferry  to  Chartier’s  Creek,  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  to  find  out  the  situation  with  regard  to 
squatters  on  his  lands,  a  Scotch  colony.  John  Glen  had 
two  or  three  acres  of  meadow  on  Washington’s  side  of 
the  dividing  line.  Twelve  others  were  encroaching.  Wash¬ 
ington  could  not  do  business  with  them  on  Sunday  as 
they  were  very  religious,  belonging  to  a  society  of  Se- 
ceders  related  to  the  Presbyterian  Church.  They  could 
not  agree  on  terms,  and  Washington  brought  suits  for 
ejectment  which  were  successful.  These  suits  were  en¬ 
tered  at  Beason,  now  Uniontown,  Pennsylvania. 

John  Glen  was  taxed  on  250  acres  of  land  in  Cecil 
Township,  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1781. 
His  name  also  appears  in  a  company  of  Militia  partly 
recruited  from  Cecil  Township.  The  military  record  is 
found  in  the  seventh  class  on  a  return  of  the  4th,  5th, 
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6th,  and  7th  classes,  Captain  Reed  Company,  4th  Batt., 
Washington  County  Militia,  ordered  to  rendezvous  May 
14,  1782,  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  See  Pennsylvania 
Archives ,  Sixth  Series ,  Vol.  II,  page  144.* 

The  records  of  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  Book 
IZ,  pages  210-211,  show  that  the  children  of  John  Glen 
and  others  sold  land  inherited  from  Margaret  Evet,  lo¬ 
cated  in  Donegal  Township,  Washington  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  Those  named  are  Barnet  Boner,  Sr.,  William 
Hervey  and  wife,  Daniel  Mclwreath,  Sarah  Boner,  John 
Glen,  James  Fleming  and  Jane  his  wife,  Joseph  Mclwreath 
— all  heirs  of  Margaret  Evet,  deceased.  The  three  here 
indicated  are  shown  to  be  children  of  John  Glen,  Sr.,  in 
the  next  paragraph. 

The  children  of  John  Glen,  Sr.,  were: 

I.  Jane  Glen,  who  died  March  1,  1841.  She  married 
October  5,  1797,  James  Fleming,  who  was  born  in  Chester 
County,  Pennsylvania,  1758,  and  died  in  Washington 
County,  Pennsylvania,  February  1,  1830.  He  does  not 
appear  to  be  related  to  our  paternal  ancestral  Flemings. 
He  was  the  son  of  Robert  Fleming  who  married  Jane 
Jackson.  An  account  of  this  family  appears  in  The 
Genealogies  of  Pennsylvania  Families  by  W.  H.  Eagle. 

II.  Sarah  Glen  married  Barnet  Boner;  moved  to  Knox 
County,  Ohio. 

III.  John  Glen,  Jr.,  born  1771;  died  at  Sharon,  Noble 
County,  Ohio,  February  16,  1846;  married  Nancy  Cox. 
Lived  first  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
later  in  Ohio  in  Trumbull,  Columbiana,  Belmont,  and 
Noble  Counties.  The  records  of  the  Sharon  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Noble  County  show  that  they  were  admitted 
to  membership  there  on  April  9,  1835. 

Nancy  Cox,  wife  of  John  Glen,  Jr.,  was  bora  in  1779, 
and  died  on  February  21,  1861,  at  the  home  of  her  son, 
Joseph  Glen,  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  and  was  buried  in 
Northfield  Cemetery.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph 
Cox  and  Mary  (Dill)  Cox.  We  have  not  been  able  to 
trace  their  ancestry.  They  lived  in  Western  Pennsylvania,

The  record  next  takes  up  the  maternal  ancestry  of 
Mary  Ann  Glen.  Frequent  reference  to  the  chart  which 
follows  will  enable  the  reader  to  keep  the  facts  in  proper 
order. 


Maternal  Ancestry  of  Mary  Ann  Glen 

The  mother  of  Mary  Ann  Glen  was  Ann  (Moore)  Glen, 
daughter  of  William  Moore  and  Sarah  (Hannum)  Moore. 
Little  is  known  about  William  Moore  and  npthing  about 
his  ancestry.  But  for  the  Hannum  family  clear  informa¬ 
tion  is  available,  leading  back  to  an  early  date.  The 
Genealogy  of  the  Hannum  Family  from  Chester  County , 
Pennsylvania,  by  Curtis  Hoopes  Hannum,  abounds  in 
references  to  wills  and  other  legal  information.  Indebted¬ 
ness  to  the  author’s  widow  for  permission  to  use  this 
source  material  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

John  Hannum  in  1686  bought  200  acres  of  land  in  Con¬ 
cord  Township,  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania.  The  next 
year  a  road  was  laid  out  from  Concord  to  Chester,  cross¬ 
ing  his  land.  His  home  was  nine  miles  from  Chester.  In 
1722  he  secured  his  first  permission  to  keep  a  tavern.  It 
was  known  as  The  Buck.  His  son  John  took  over  the 
permission  in  1731. 

The  family  followed  the  Quaker  faith  until  the  time  of 
the  Keithian  controversy.  At  that  time  some  Seventh 
Day  Baptists  persuaded  a  number  of  Friends  to  accept 
their  doctrine;  among  these  were  John  Hannum,  Mar¬ 
gery  his  wife,  and  her  sister  Mary  Palmer,  all  of  whom 
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were  baptized  July  27,  1697,  in  Ridley  Creek.  Later  they 
followed  Keith  into  the  Episcopal  Church  when  he  be¬ 
came  an  Episcopal  minister.  John  Hannum  gave  an  acre 
of  land  for  building  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church,  the 
erection  of  which  was  completed  in  July,  1702;  and  the 
report  to  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel 
in  Foreign  Parts  mentions  John  Hannum  in  the  list  of 
“Parishers  who  were  chief  helpers  to  carry  on  the  work.” 
He  was  appointed  vestryman  April  18,  1704,  and  seems  to 
have  served  through  1727.  Some  of  his  children  remained 
in  the  Quaker  faith.  He  died  in  1730.  His  will  is  on  record 
at  West  Chester,  Pennsylvania. 

John  Hannum  married  Margery  Southerly,  daughter  of 
Robert  Southerly,  a  fuller,  who  seems  to  have  come  from 
Westbury,  Wiltshire,  England,  to  America.  Nothing  fur¬ 
ther  is  known  of  her  family  except  that  her  sister  Mary 
married  John  Palmer.  Margery  died  in  1742,  and  is 
buried  with  her  husband  in  the  cemetery  of  St.  John’s 
Church,  Concord. 

John  Hannum  and  his  wife  Margery  had  a  large  family 
as  shown  on  the  chart  on  page  61. 

Robert  Hannum,  son  of  John  and  Margery  Hannum, 
died  February  26,  1759.  He  married  Mary  Hayes,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Henry  and  Margaret  Hayes.  She  was  baptized  July 
17,  1692;  she  died  November  6,  1749. 

The  facts  for  the  following  outline  of  the  ancestry  of 
Margaret  Hayes  are  found  in  The  Proceedings  of  the  Bi¬ 
centennial  Gathering  of  the  Descendents  of  Henry  Hayes 
at  Unionville,  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  September 
2 ,  1905,  by  J.  Carroll  Hayes  of  West  Chester,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  are  used  with  the  kind  permission  of  the 
author. 

The  first  Hayes  ancestor  in  the  record  is  “Henry  Hayes 
of  Epwell,  in  Oxen,  taylor.”  Epwell  is  14  miles  from 
Stratford-on-Avon;  and  the  first  Hayes  record  in  that 
vicinity  is  a  document  signed  by  Henry  as  church  warden 
in  1605. 

Henry  Hayes,  the  “taylor”  of  Epwell,  married  first 
Joanne,  who  was  buried  December  5,  1614,  and  second 
Isabel!,  who  survived  him  as  is  shown  by  his  will  dated 
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May  22,  1633.  He  was  buried  in  the  Epwell  churchyard 
December  9,  1634. 

Richard  Hayes,  son  of  Henry  and  Joanne  Hayes,  in¬ 
herited  his  father’s  home  with  its  appurtenances  including 
the  malt  mill.  He  lived  at  Fulwell;  his  wife’s  name  is  not 
known.  The  church  record  at  Spelsbury  gives  the  baptis¬ 
mal  records  of  his  children,  Henry  and  Mary,  and  the 
record  of  the  marriage  of  his  daughter  Joanne.  He  died 
June  24,  1676. 

“Henery  ye  son  of  Richard  Hayes  of  Fulwell”  was  bap¬ 
tized  May  23,  1667.  He  married  first  Margaret,  second 
Rachael,  and  third  Isabella.  He  had  six  children  born  in 
England,  as  shown  by  the  baptismal  records;  Margaret 
seems  to  have  been  the  mother  of  these.  They  were: 
Mary  and  Margaret,  twins,  July  17,  1692;  Elizabeth,  Feb¬ 
ruary  11,  1694;  William,  October  22,  1696;  Joseph,  No¬ 
vember  19,  1698;  and  John,  June  1,  1700. 

Shortly  after  the  turn  of  the  century  Henry  Hayes  came 
to  America.  The  minutes  of  William  Penn’s  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  Property,  for  July  3,  1705,  show  that  Penn  had 
granted  Richard  Haunds  of  Oxen,  1000  acres;  and  that 
Haunds  had  on  the  13th  and  14th  of  October  sold  this 
land  to  Henry  Hayes  of  Fulwell,  carpenter,  who  “requests 
Warrant  to  take  up  500  acres  and  a  Lott  and  Liberty  of 
Land  appurtenant  to  the  purchase  aforesaid.  The  Lotts 
lye  on  Schuylkill  side.”  In  November  he  traded  his  lots 
for  33  feet  between  Third  and  Fourth  Streets  on  South 
Market  in  Philadelphia,  on  which  to  build  a  home.  With 
this  he  was  entitled  to  a  Liberty  of  twenty  acres  of  pasture 
on  the  outskirts  of  the  town. 

In  1707  he  laid  out  a  road;  in  1710  he  was  supervisor  of 
roads  for  his  township.  From  1717  until  his  death  he  was 
Justice  of  Quarter  Sessions,  Commons  Pleas  and  Orphans 
Court.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Assembly  1717,  1718, 
1728,  and  1730.  In  1729  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  to  cut  off  Lancaster  County  from  Chester  County.  In 
1715  he  was  the  second  largest  tax  payer  in  Marlborough 
Township.  He  died  in  1745.  His  will  is  dated  April  1,  1745. 
It  was  proved  December  30,  1745. 

As  stated  on  page  61,  Robert  Hannum,  son  of  John 
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Hannum,  married  Mary  Hayes,  daughter  of  Henry  Hayes. 
Robert  and  Mary  Hannum  lived  in  Wilmington,  Dela¬ 
ware,  as  early  as  1731.  Like  his  father,  Robert  Hannum 
was  an  inn  keeper.  His  political  career  began  in  1740 
when  he  served  as  burgess.  He  was  chief  burgess  in  1744. 

To  Robert  and  Mary  Hannum  were  born  seven  children, 
the  oldest  of  whom,  James  Robert  Hannum,  was  born  in 
Wilmington,  Delaware,  in  1732.  He  died  February  4, 
1798.  On  October  11,  1756,  he  married  Ann  Naucett  at 
Old  Swede’s  Church,  Wilmington,  Delaware. 

Ann  Naucett,  born  October  28,  1743,  died  January  28, 
1818,  was  the  daughter  of  Peter  Naucett  and  Jane  (Rlair) 
Naucett.  Peter  Naucett  was  born  about  1712  and  came 
from  Italy  to  America,  by  way  of  England  about  1728. 
The  family  tradition  is  that  he  was  a  member  of  a  family 
of  Protestant  refugees  escaping  from  religious  persecu¬ 
tion.  The  name  was  probably  assumed;  it  seems  to  be 
English  rather  than  Italian. 

Jane  Blair,  wife  of  Peter  Naucett,  was  born  about  1715, 
and  came  to  America  from  County  Tyrone,  Ireland,  about 
1725.  The  Blairs  were  staunchly  Presbyterian. 

To  James  Robert  Nannum  and  his  wife  Ann  (Naucett) 
Hannum  were  born  eleven  children,  the  youngest  of 
whom  was  Sarah  (See  chart  on  page  61).  She  was  born 
April  10,  1786;  and  died  about  1840.  She  married  Wil¬ 
liam  Moore  and  they  went  west.  They  were  living  in 
Harrison  County,  Ohio,  in  1825  and  remained  there  until 
1835.  Sarah  (Hannum)  Moore  spent  the  last  few  years  of 
her  life  with  her  daughter  Ann  (Moore)  Glen  near 
Sharon,  Ohio. 

William  and  Sarah  (Hannum)  Moore  had  eleven  chil¬ 
dren:  John,  David,  Bartley,  William,  Robert,  James, 
Mary,  Ann,  Margaret,  Elizabeth,  and  Sarah  Jane.  William 
was  a  soldier  in  the  Mexican  War.  Later  he  and  some  of 
the  others  lived  in  Michigan.  Sarah  Jane  died  at  Caldwell, 
Ohio,  in  1896. 

Ann  Moore,  born  April  20,  1808;  died  at  Sharon,  Ohio, 
January  20,  1846;  married  Joseph  Glen  on  October  12, 
1826. 
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The  Family  of  Joseph  and  Ann  (Moore)  Glen 

Joseph  Glen,  son  of  John  and  Nancy  (Cox)  Glen,  was 
born  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  November 
14,  1803,  and  died  in  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  May  15, 
1885.  The  burial  was  at  Northfield  Cemetery.  In  Hcir- 
rison  County,  Ohio,  October  12,  1826,  he  married  Ann 
Moore.  The  records  of  the  Probate  Court  of  Harrison 
County  show  that  they  were  married  by  Rev.  William 
Wallace,  who  was  pastor  of  the  Notingham  Presbyterian 
Church,  which  is  located  in  Harrison  County  near  the 
Belmont  County  line.  After  marriage  they  lived  near 
Flushing,  Belmont  County,  where  some  of  their  children 
were  born.  Later  they  moved  to  Sharon,  Noble  County, 
probably  about  1835,  as  the  records  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Sharon  show  that  they  were  admitted  to  mem¬ 
bership  there  on  April  9,  1835. 

Joseph  Glen  was  a  mason  and  stone  cutter.  In  the 
cemetery  at  Sharon  may  still  be  seen  stones  carved  and 
erected  by  him.  He  was  a  very  devout  man.  He  was  an 
ardent  proponent  of  the  Union  cause  in  the  Civil  War  as 
is  shown  by  the  record  of  his  sons. 

The  children  of  Joseph  and  Ann  (Moore)  Glen  were: 

I.  William  Glen,  born  near  Flushing,  Ohio,  July  15, 
1827;  died  at  Kingston,  Ohio,  August  4,  1877.  He  married 
October  12,  1850,  Mary  Janeway  of  McConnellsville,  Ohio. 
He  was  a  minister  in  the  Ohio  Conference  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Episcopal  Church  from  1856  until  his  death.  Mary 
Janeway  was  born  at  Preston,  Ontario,  September  27, 
1832;  died  at  Grandview,  Ohio,  March  4,  1924.  She  was 
the  eighth  child  of  James  and  Caroline  Janeway,  who 
came  from  London,  England,  to  America  in  1832.  How¬ 
ever  the  Janeway  family  had  been  in  America  before, 
and  the  lineage  may  be  found  in  Colonial  Families  of  the 
United  States  of  America  by  George  N.  MacKenzie.  This 
authority  erroneously  states  that  Mary  Janewav  was  born 
at  sea.  The  children  of  William  and  Mary  (Janeway) 
Glen  were:

Nancy  Glen,  born  April  13,  1829,  near  Flushing, 
Ohio;  died  April  9,  1881,  in  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  and 
was  buried  at  Mt.  Herman  Church.  After  teaching  school 
for  a  few  years,  she  married  Arthur  Terrill;  children:

War,  published  in  1888,  shows  that  John  Glen  enlisted 
September  2,  1862,  for  a  period  of  three  years.  He  served 
in  Company  A,  78th  Regiment,  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry; 
mustered  out  May  30,  1865,  at  Washington,  D.  C.  He  mar¬ 
ried  December  14,  1865,  Margaret  Ferguson.  Children:

23,  1926,  she  married  Francis  Lenn  Taylor. 
Their  daughter,  Elizabeth  Taylor,  is  making  a 
name  for  herself  in  moving  pictures.  They  re¬ 
side  in  Hollywood,  California.

VI.  James  Glen,  born  March  13,  1837.  Member  of  Com¬ 
pany  F,  18th  Regiment,  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  the 
Civil  War.  In  April,  1862,  he  was  wounded  in  the  Battle 
of  Shiloh.  He  was  placed  on  a  boat  taking  wounded  to 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  but  died  en  route  and  was  buried  in  an 
unknown  grave. 

Isaac  Glen,  born  August  11,  1839;  died  January  2, 
1863,  of  disease  at  Oxford,  Mississippi,  as  a  soldier  in  the 
Civil  War.

Thomas  Dickson  enlisted  in  the 
70th  Regiment,  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  died  in  the 
service  July  12,  1863.

The  Family  of  William  A.  and 
Mary  Ann  Glen  Fleming 

As  noted  on  page  51  William  Alpheus  Fleming  was 
born  in  Fayette  County,  Pennsylvania,  April  14,  1841.  At 
that  time  his  parents  were  living  on  a  farm  owned  by  his 
grandfather,  John  Crawford.  The  family  lived  for  some 
years  in  Green  County  and  from  1858  to  1864  in  Wash¬ 
ington  County.  In  an  academy  at  Hillsboro,  Pennsylvania, 
William  Alpheus  Fleming  prepared  himself  for  the 
teaching  profession. 

In  1864  he  went  to  Guernsey  County,  Ohio.  Here  he 
met  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  (Glen)  Dickson,  whom  he  married 
August  28,  1865.  For  almost  twenty  years  he  taught  in 
the  schools  of  Guernsey  County.  Meanwhile  his  family 
was  growing  up.  In  order  that  the  children  might  have 
the  advantages  of  higher  education  he  moved  in  1882  to 
New  Concord,  Ohio,  the  seat  of  Muskingum  College.  He 
served  as  Clerk  of  the  Ohio  Senate,  1884-1886. 

After  fourteen  years  residence  in  New  Concord,  he 
moved  to  Newark,  Ohio.  Here  he  and  his  wife  spent  the 
remainder  of  their  lives.  In  the  period  1917-1921  he  was 
Recorder  of  Licking  County  of  which  Newark  is  the 
county  seat. 

William  Alpheus  Fleming  and  his  family  were  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Methodist  Church  although  most  of  their 
ancestors  were  Presbyterians. 

Mary  Ann  Fleming  died  at  Newark,  Ohio,  on  Novem¬ 
ber  10,  1918,  and  William  Alpheus  Fleming  died  in  the 
same  city  November  10,  1928,  exactly  ten  years  later. 
Their  graves  are  side  by  side  in  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery  at 
Newark. 

His  will  provides  that  his  stepdaughter,  Alice  May 
Dickson,  should  share  equally  with  his  children  in  his 
estate,  an  action  the  justice  of  which  was  gladly  recogniz¬ 
ed  by  every  member  of  the  family. 
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The  reader  will  note  that  records  for  Alice  May  Dickson 
and  for  Samuel  Arthur  Dickson  appear  on  page  69  in 
connection  with  that  of  their  father. 

The  children  of  William  Alpheus  Fleming  and  Mary 
Ann  (Glen)  Fleming  were: 

I.  Ida,  born  June  7,  1866;  died  May  29,  1947.  She 
graduated  at  Muskingum  College  in  1884.  She  taught 
school  for  a  few  years;  married  Paul  Hazlett  Finfrock  at 
Arkansas  City,  Kansas,  on  August  30,  1888. 

The  chart  on  page  73  may  be  helpful  in  tracing  the 
family  line  of  Paul  H.  Finfrock. 

The  immigrant  Finfrock  ancestor  came  from  Germany 
to  Pennsylvania  probably  in  1750  or  1770.  He  was  the 
father  of  John  Peter  Finfrock  who  married  Barbara 
Balmer.  One  of  the  children  of  John  Peter  Finfrock  was 
Michael  Finfrock,  father  of  Paul  H.  Finfrock. 

The  maternal  immigrant  ancestor  was  James  Cast, 
who  was  born  in  England.  There  is  a  story  that  he  was 
kidnapped  and  taken  to  sea  when  but  a  child,  and  that, 
from  hearing  the  order  “cast  anchor,”  he  concluded  the 
right  way  to  pronounce  his  name  was  not  Cass  but  Cast. 
Later  the  proper  form  was  used.  A  son  of  James  Cast 
was  Bobert  Cass  (1768-1853)  born  in  Iredell  County, 
North  Carolina.  He  married,  first,  Lucy  Riley,  February 
26,  1790;  she  died  in  1809.  He  married,  second,  Mary 
Boggs,  who  died  in  1840.  A  child  of  Robert  Cass  and 
Mary  Boggs  was  Ambrose  Bowen  Cass,  born  February 
11,  1811.  Ambrose  Bowen  Cass  married  Melinda  Burns, 
and  one  of  their  children  was  Elizabeth  Emily  Cass, 
who  became  the  wife  of  Michael  Finfrock  and  the  mother 
of  Paul  Hazlett  Finfrock. 

Paul  H.  Finfrock  was  born  at  Buffalo  Hart,  Illinois, 
August  20,  1858.  He  attended  the  Gem  City  Business  Col¬ 
lege  at  Quincy,  Illinois  State  Normal  School,  and  Illinois 
Wesleyan  University.  He  was  a  teacher  for  fifty-four 
years.  He  taught  in  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Iowa,  and  Illinois. 
In  1909  he  moved  with  his  family  from  Decatur,  Illinois, 
to  Houston,  Texas,  where  he  located  permanently.  For 
twenty-nine  years  he  taught  in  the  high  schools  of 
Houston.  For  the  last  two  years  of  his  life  he  was  listed 
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as  “absent  on  leave.”  For  twenty-one  summers  he  was 
an  associate  director  of  Gamp  Dixie  for  Boys  and  Gamp 
Dixie  for  Girls  in  the  Blue  Bidge  country  of  Northern 
Georgia.  He  died  March  12,  1938. 

The  children  of  Paul  H.  and  Ida  Finfrock  are: 

1.  Ella  Hope,  born  October  12,  1889,  at  Wilmot, 
Kansas;  graduated  at  James  Millikin  University, 
A.B.,  in  1907,  and  A.M.  in  1908;  taught  in  high 
schools  of  Houston  and  Galveston,  Texas;  mar¬ 
ried  June  6,  1922,  to  Frederick  Walters  Norris, 
born  May  20,  1891,  son  of  Anthony  Wayne  Norris 
and  Annie  (Gordon)  Norris.

He  is  a 
veteran  of  the  First  World  War. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Norris  served  as  missionaries  in 
Mexico  and  in  Santo  Domingo.

Lulu  Fleming,  born  February  21,  1869;  died  Feb¬ 
ruary  18,  1870. 

IV.  Clara  Fleming,  born  September  30,  1870;  died 
September  17, 1947;  completed  music  course  at  Muskingum 
College  in  1890;  married  November  10, 1892,  George  Walter 
Roller,  born  at  Lovettsville,  Virginia,  February  21,  1860; 
died  July  28,  1931. 

The  immigrant  ancestor  of  the  Roller  family  is  not 
known  to  the  writer.  The  family  came  from  Germany  to 
Pennsylvania.  The  first  of  this  line  clearly  known  is 
Frederick  Roller,  who  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  January 
17,  1790,  and  died  in  Loudoun  County,  Virginia,  January 
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20,  1875.  His  son  George  Henry  Roller,  father  of  George 
Walter  Roller,  was  born  March  26,  1829,  and  died  January

On  June  6,  1923,  he 
married  Rernice  Stuckey,  born  May  20,  1901, 
daughter  of  Asa  and  Harriet  (Anderson) 
Stuckey.  They  reside  at  895  Roanoke  Road, 
Cleveland  Heights,  Ohio. 

V.  Wallace  Bruce  Fleming,  born  November  22,  1872, 
at  Cambridge,  Ohio;  A.B.  Muskingum  College;  B.D.  Drew 
Theological  Seminary;  Ph.D.  at  Columbia  University. 
Honorary  degrees:  D.D.  and  L.H.D.,  Muskingum  College; 
LL.D.  at  both  West  Virginia  Wesleyan  College  and  Baker 
University 
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Served  Methodist  pastorates  in  New  Jersey;  taught  at 
Drew  Theological  Seminary  1911-1915;  President  of  West 
Virginia  Wesleyan  College,  1915-1922;  President  of  Baker 
University  1922-1936;  Vice-President  of  West  Virginia 
Wesleyan  College  1937-1944.  Retired  in  1944.  Residence, 
Buckhannon,  West  Virginia.  He  is  a  member  of  the  S.  A. 
R.  No.  45168,  on  the  military  record  of  John  Fleming,  Jr., 
as  herein  recorded.  Mason;  Rotarian;  Listed  in  Who's 
Who  in  America. 

He  married,  first,  Bertha  Geneva  Baldwin  on  April  8, 
1897.  The  history  of  the  Baldwin  family  is  well  written 
in  Baldwin  Genealogy  by  Charles  C.  Baldwin,  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  1881.  See  also  History  of  Essex  and  Hudson  Coun¬ 
ties ,  New  Jersey  by  Shaw,  published  in  1884  by  Everets 
and  Peck,  Philadelphia.

December  14, 1853,  and  died  November  9, 1897.  (9)  Bertha 
Geneva  Baldwin,  born  January  4,  1875,  and  died  October

Their  son  Franklyn  Fleming  Dezendorf  was  born

Bertha  Geneva  Fleming  died  on  October  10,  1931,  at 
Baldwin,  Kansas,  and  the  interment  was  at  Boonton,  New 
Jersey. 

Wallace  B.  Fleming  married,  second,  Helen  Wilson  on 
December  16,  1932.  She  was  born  at  Villisca,  Iowa,  June 
12,  1890;  A.B.  degree,  Baker  University;  M.A.  at  Cornell 
University;  taught  in  Kansas  high  schools,  then  at  Baker 
University.  Her  father,  Charles  Herbert  Wilson,  was  born 
in  Iowa,  August  29,  1858,  and  died  at  Baldwin,  Kansas, 
April  24,  1911.  His  ancestry  in  America  goes  back  to  the 
Colonial  period.  Her  mother,  Harriet  (Alderson)  Wilson, 
was  born  May  30,  1862,  at  Plainfield,  Indiana.  Her  ma¬ 
ternal  ancestry  goes  back  to  the  father  of  Benjamin  Bar¬ 
nard,  who  came  from  England  to  Nantucket  Island  at  a 
very  early  colonial  date.  They  were  largely  of  Quaker 
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faith.  Wallace  B.  Fleming  resides  at  Buckhannon,  W. 
Va. 

VI.  Harvey,  the  sixth  child  of  William  Alpheus  and 
Mary  Ann  Fleming,  was  born  September  30,  1875.  He 
died  April  23,  1882. 

VII.  Ira  Fleming  was  born  March  17,  1881.  He  pre¬ 
pared  himself  for  a  career  in  advertising  and  publicity. 
He  became  advertising  manager  for  the  American  Radi¬ 
ator  Company  in  New  York  City  which  position  he  held 
for  some  years.  Then  for  a  long  period  he  served  as  ad¬ 
vertising  manager  for  the  George  P.  Ide  Company  of 
Troy,  New  York. 

On  July  3,  1902,  he  married  Grace  K.  Lockwood  of 
Bayonne,  New  Jersey.  She  was  born  December  23,  1879. 
Her  father  was  Nathaniel  Brown  Lockwood,  born  June 
4,  1845;  died  July  4,  1909;  her  mother  was  Mary  Elizabeth 
(Le  Maire)  Lockwood,  born  May  11,  1852,  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Lidia  Le  Maire  of  New  York  City;  died 
February  2,  1925. 

To  Ira  and  Grace  Fleming  a  son,  Ernest  Roy,  was  born 
on  September  17,  1904.  He  was  a  child  of  great  promise 
and  of  fine  spirit.  He  showed  unusual  musical  talent  at 
an  early  age.  In  the  last  few  summers  of  his  life  he  gath¬ 
ered  flowers  from  the  home  garden  every  Sunday  and 
took  them  to  the  children’s  ward  of  a  near-by  hospital. 
After  his  untimely  death  the  funds  he  had  saved  for  col¬ 
lege  were  turned  over  to  the  hospital  to  continue  his  work 
there.  He  died  March  31,  1920,  and  was  buried  in  Oak- 
mont  Cemetery  in  Troy,  New  York. 

During  the  closing  years  of  Ira  Fleming’s  life,  he  and 
Grace  made  their  home  in  Brentwood,  Long  Island,  New 
York.  He  died  at  Brentwood  on  July  13,  1943.  The  inter¬ 
ment  was  in  the  family  plot  at  Troy.  His  widow,  Grace 
(Lockwood)  Fleming,  survives  him  and  lives  at  Newark, 
Ohio. 

VIII.  William  Allen  Fleming  was  born  June  6,  1884,  at 
New  Concord.  The  major  part  of  his  business  career  was 
connected  with  glass  manufacturing  in  his  home  city, 
Newark,  and  in  nearby  Utica,  Ohio. 
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By  the  time  he  came  to  manhood,  other  members  of 
the  home  were  widely  scattered.  He  assumed  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  keeping  the  family  ties  intact.  Every  week  each 
one  of  the  widely  separated  brothers  and  sisters  received 
a  letter  from  him.  His  letters  always  gave  the  family 
news.  This  custom  he  continued  to  the  end  of  his  life. 

This  book  is  another  demonstration  of  his  family  de¬ 
votion.  It  represents  a  vast  amount  of  toil.  It  shows  the 
tireless  patience  of  scholarly  research.  He  was  never 
content  with  unverified  statements.  The  files  of  informa¬ 
tion  which  he  assembled  from  recorded  wills  and  other 
legal  papers,  from  old  family  Bibles,  from  standard  his¬ 
torical  works,  from  scenes  which  he  visited  and  from 
personal  correspondence,  show  how  widely  and  with 
what  discrimination  he  searched  for  facts.  But  the  mo¬ 
tive  which  transformed  all  of  his  toil  into  pleasure  was  a 
sense  of  family  loyalty  and  devotion. 

On  March  23,  1929,  he  married  Helen  Mae  Tanner  of 
Newark,  Ohio.  She  was  born  March  17,  1892.  Her  father 
was  Henry  Clay  Tanner,  born  May  11,  1855;  died  January 
20,  1925.  Her  mother,  Dora  Belle  (Willard)  Tanner,  born 
January  1,  1869,  and  died  March  12,  1923,  was  a  daughter 
of  Frederick  Willard,  who  was  a  Union  soldier  in  the 
Civil  War. 

To  William  A.  and  Helen  M.  Fleming  one  child,  William 
Allen,  Jr.,  was  born  and  died  November  19,  1930.  The 
child  is  buried  in  the  family  plot  in  Newark. 

William  Allen  Fleming  died  in  Cleveland,  November 
11,  1938,  and  was  buried  in  Newark.  His  widow,  Helen 
Mae  Fleming,  has  her  home  in  that  city. 


Obviously  the  word  finis  cannot  be  written  at  the  end  of  this  book. 
Each  year  will  bring  new  facts  and  each  decade  will  add  a  chapter. 
To  some  problems  regarding  early  ancestors,  answers  may  be  found. 
Some  persons  will  be  able  to  trace  more  fully  the  cognate  ancestral 
lines  that  have  joined  this  Fleming  stream  of  life.  Corrections  may 
be  found.  Important  additional  facts  may  be  known.  In  order  that 
such  information  may  be  recorded,  we  are  appending  a  number  of 
blank  pages.
